1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer (the Auctioneer ). 

Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of the property 
included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor s liberty to bid is hereby 
made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall obligate such consignor 
to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders. 

3. A buyer's premium equal to 10% of the successful bid price will be added to each invoice, unless the purchase is made by a consignor's bid on the 
consignor's property in which case a different fee is charged as a Consignor than as a Buyer. The premium and/or the fee are payable by the buyer 
as part of the total purchase price. 

4. All bids are to be per lot as numbered in this catalog, and no lots will be broken. The Auctioneer reserves the right to group two or more lots 
together and to withdraw, prior to a call for bids, any lot or lots from the sale. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. 

5. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (no credit cards accepted) and are due and payable immediately upon receipt ot the auction 
invoice or notice, or if payment is to be made at the auction sale, simultaneously with receipt of the coins, for mail/T AX/phone bidders, payment 
for your lots must be postmarked or sent Federal Express on or before Wednesday, February 12. The Auctioneer reserves the right to void a sale if 
payment in full of the invoice or notice is not properly mailed or sent as above, or is not received by the Auctioneer within 13 days after the dale 

of the sale. 

Successful floor bidders must pay for lots by 12:00 noon P.S.T., Saturday, February 8. Lots delivered in the State of Texas and California are subject 
to all applicable state and local taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with us. Shipping, handling, and insurance charges will be added to 
invoices for lots delivered by mail. Overseas buyers must furnish their own insurance during shipment. 

6. All successful raail/F AX/phone bidders will be notified by telephone on Monday. February 10. If the auction invoice(s) or notice of successful 

bids submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in full upon the date of the auction, the unpaid balance will bear interest at the highest rate permitted 
by law until paid from the date of the auction, and if the Auctioneer refers the invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorneys' 
fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by the Auctioneer. If bidder's check is dishonored, or bidder fails to timely make payment when due, 
in addition to the interest on the account bidder shall be charged the maximum statutory processing fees and late charges set by applicable state law. The 
courts of Dallas County, Texas, shall have exclusive jurisdiction and venue over any suit initiated by the Auctioneer to collect delinquent invoice(s) or any 
matter relating to the purchase, and all bidders consent to in personam jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

7. Mail bidders who have not previously established credit must furnish satisfactory references well in advance of the sale date, or send a deposit of 
25% of their bids which is applicable to purchases. Any portion of such deposit not used will be promptly refunded after the sale. 

8. All bidders who have mailing addresses outside the United States of America, the Territories of the USA, Canada or Mexico, or have addresses 
through the U.S. Military, must deposit with the Auctioneer 25%' of the total amount bid in United States dollars. Any portion of such deposit not 
used will be promptly refunded after the sale. Also, persons who have APO or FPO box numbers must deposit 25%. 

9. The Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full before delivery of the merchandise to the buyer. Bidder personally guarantees 
payment of all successful bids, and if a corporation , an officer or principal in the corporation agrees to personally guarantee such payment. 

Title shall not pass to the successful bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility of the buyer to provide adequate insurance 
coverage for the coins once they are in his possession. Risk of loss shall be borne by the buyer upon delivering to buyer's designated address. 

10. The Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid which, in his opinion, is not submitted in "Good Faith," 
or as the case dictates, is not supported by satisfactory credit references, as the Auctioneer in its sole discretion shall determine. A bid is not consid¬ 
ered made in "Good Faith" when it is made by an insolvent or irresponsible person or a person under the age of eighteen, as the Auctioneer, in its 

sole discretion, shall determine. In the event a successful bidder fails to pay all amounts due, the Auctioneer reserves the right to resell the merchandise 
and the buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such a sale, including a 10% seller's commission, and also to pay any difference between the resale 
price and the price of his previously successful bid. 

11. The Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer, and any other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer 
to secure payment of the auction invoice(s) and any other amounts due the Auctioneer from the buyer, with respect to which the Auctioneer shall 
have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas l niform Commercial Code. In addition, with respect to payment of the 
auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise 
included on the invoice. 

12. The Auctioneer shall have the right to ofTset the unpaid amount of any auction invoice(s) against any amount then due to the buyer by the 
Auctioneer or affiliates of the Auctioneer. 

13. No buy or unlimited bids will be accepted. Mail bidders will be awarded lots at a 5-10% advance over the second highest bid. No additional 
commission (except for the buyer's premium) is charged for executing mail, phone, or FAX bids. 

14. The Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in bidding, so check your bids carefully. When identical mail or FAX bids are submitted, 
preference is given to the first received. If a mail bidder and a floor bidder have called identical bids, the decision of the Auctioneer and declaration 
of the winning bidder is final. The Auctioneer is not responsible for executing mail bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold. To 

insure the greatest accuracy, your bids should be entered on the standard bid sheet form and be received at the Auctioneer's place of business at 
least two business days in advance of the sale date. 

15. Estimates will be given upon written request. It is recommended that bidders approach or exceed the estimates in order to increase the chances of 
bidding successfully. 

16. By bidding at this sale the bidder warrants that he is of legal age. has the capacity to make the bid presented, and that the transaction is not for 
consumer purposes. 

17. Notice as to Warranties. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the coins being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue of consignment 
agreements on the date of sale and disclaims any warranty of title to the coins. Any description of the coins contained in this catalog is for 

the sole purpose of identifying the coins, and no description of coins has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created an express 
warranty that the goods would conform to any description made by the Auctioneer. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or 
fitness for any particular purpose; the coins are sold "As Is" without any express or implied warranty. 

Coins sold referencing a third-party grading service may have various warranties and the bidder is referred to those services for details. American

5001 PCGS 1828 MS 62 Red and Brown. Perhaps 30-40% of the 
original red luster remains. 

5002 PCGS 1854 MS 64 Red. Sharply struck with bright 
unmellowed surfaces. A lovely near-gem type coin with a few 
flyspecks that keep it from the gem category. 

5003 PCGS 1857 PR 63 Red and Brown. B-2, R.4. A "First 
Restrike" coin struck front the "B" reverse die. The coin is 
instantly identifiable as a proof by the deep, clear 
reflectivity in the fields and the wide, even rims. There is 
also a knife rim around portions of each side as mentioned 
in the Breen text. The obverse has a light olive and 
steely-blue patina with bits of red seen around the edge 
while the reverse has a significant amount of deeper, 
cherry-red luster on most of that side and a pale olive 
patina only in the center.

Frosty and very well struck, with light 
silvery-gray color.

5097 PCGS 1895 PR 64. Lightly toned with good reflectivity. 

5098 NGC 1896 PR 64. Streaks of light pastel toning over both 
sides.

Gorgeous rose-gold toning atop 
exceptionally lustrous surfaces. Not at all scarce in MS-65 
grade, but the appearance of a superb gem is most unusual. 
PCGS has graded a mere 4 specimens MS-67, along with a 
single, finest graded MS-68. 

5112 NGC 1913 Tvpe Two PR 65. Except for the 1916 the 1913 
Tvpe Two is the scarcest matte proof nickel. Only 19 gems 
have been certified by NGC while PCGS has graded 45. This 
piece has bright golden-lilac surfaces that appear to be free 
from carbon spotting and show no obvious marks on either 
side. A lovely proof that is suggestive of a higher grade. 

5113 PCGS 1936 Type One PR 66. A Satin Finish proof that 
shows no contact marks on either side and is accented by 
lovely streaks of lilac and golden color.

5115 PCGS 1971 No S PR 65. Brilliant with a mild cameo 
contrast on each side. 


EARLY HALF DIMES 

5116 PCGS 1795 AU 55. V-4. R.4. A pleasing coin overall 
with most of the surfaces having a medium gray patina but 
there also being significant portions of sea-green, blue, and 
red colors on each side. This is one of the two varieties that 
were found in the largest numbers in the Wadsworth-Rea 
hoard that was dispersed around 1880 by W. E. Woodward. 
A bit softly struck as usual for the date, but showing much 
original luster and just a trace of friction in the fields and 
on the highpoints of the design. 

5117 PCGS 1800 MS 61. V-l, R.3. In the Draped Bust. Large 
Eagle series of half dimes, the only date that can be 
obtained in mint condition is the 1800. Not that there are a 
numerous example of that date < only 31 have been cert ified 
in all grades > but the other dates are just not available or 
have only one or two specimens known and these are locked 
up in major collections. This is a well struck piece that 
shows strong hair detail, but as usual the eagle's breast is 
soft above the shield. The surfaces are relatively clean for 
the grade and both sides are covered with a steel-gray and 
light blue toning with bright underlying luster. 

5118 PCGS 1835 Small Date. Small 5 C. MS 61. Original gray 
toning. Nice coin for the grade. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5119 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 64. Fully struck with excellent 
luster. Both sides are covered with a rich sea-green, blue, 
rose, and gray toning. An impressive example of this 
popular, short-lived type. 
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5120 NGC 1838-0 No Stars MS 63. No Stars half dimes were 
only struck in two years and two issues, this and the 1837. 
The 1837 is a popular and readily obtainable coin and is the 
only issue that can be used as a type piece. The 1838-0, on 
the other hand, is a very scarce coin in all grades and is 
prohibitively rare in mint condition. Of the 70,000 struck 
only 2 mint state coins have been certified by NGC, this and 
an MS 65. PCGS has also only graded 2 pieces, the finest 
coin being MS 62. With so few pieces being known it is 
naturally quite difficult to track the value of such a coin. 
Breen notes that the Robison coin i Stack’s 2/82) sold for 
$4500, and there was a private sale of another coin the 
following year that sold for $10,000. The surfaces of this 
piece are bright and have a strong semi-prooflikeness in the 
fields. While presenting as a brilliant coin, there is also a 
faint red and steely-blue toning over both sides. When 
closelv examined one notices a few scattered abrasions over 
both sides but the only mentionable defect is a milling mark 
in the left obverse field. Trends $5250. 

5121 PCGS 1838 No Drapery MS 63. An untoned and fully struck 
example of this scarce and difficult three-year type. 

5122 PCGS 1838 No Drapery MS 63. Light russet toning, with 
original silvery-grav color in the protected areas. 

5123 PCGS 1840 No Drapery MS 66. An absolutely amazing 
example of this scarce type coin. The strike is complete on 
all major design features and the surfaces are devoid of any 
meaningful abrasions. But the most noticeable aspect of this 
wondrous coin is its toning: bright royal blue intermixed 
with a rich golden-rose and enhanced over both sides by 
prooflike fields. It isn’t often that one can trace the 
provenance of such a type coin, but a short passage from 
Breen’s Encyclopedia seems to nail down its origin: "A tiny 
hoard of prooflike UNCS. turned up in Berkeley, Calif., 
about 1961. these have weak dentils." There is indeed a bit 
of softness on the denticles and coupled with the prooflike 
fields, it seems inescapable that this is one of the coins from 
that small hoard. One of only 5 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS, none are finer. 

5124 NGC 1844 MS 64. The obverse is razor sharp and toned an 
attractive russet coloration while the reverse is mostly 
brilliant. Considered a common Stars Obverse date, but still 
not a plentiful issue in this grade with current NGC 
population of 19 coins. 

5125 PCGS 1849,6 MS 62. A scarce and interesting die blunder 

i created no doubt by James Longacre) that is quite scarce in 
mint condition. Only 9 pieces have been certified in mint 
state with this being the only MS 62. Lightly toned and 
sharply struck. The underdigit is quite bold with the 6 far to 
the right and even visible to the unaided eye. 

5126 PCGS 1852 MS 64. Fully struck and lightly toned, this is a 
good value in a Stars half dime. 

5127 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 62. Sharply struck with deep russet 
and charcoal toning. 

5128 NGC 1853 Arrows MS 64. A fully struck example of 
this scarce type coin. Toned in streaks of deep charcoal 
gray, red, and sea-green. An attractive piece with strong eye 
appeal for the grade. 

5129 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 63. Well struck with superb luster 
and covered with several layers of original steel-gray, 
golden, and rose toning. A dazzling example of this scarce, 
short-lived type. 

5130 NGC 1856 MS 63. Deeply toned and not quite fully struck 
around the edges (as usual). 

5131 NGC 1856 MS 65. A conunon date among the Stars half 
dime and, as usual, this coin shows soft peripheral details 
on the stars, denticles, and hair of Liberty. However, this is 
more than compensated for by the beautiful multi-colored 
toning that covers both sides. A lovely coin whose intense 
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iridescence coupled with its thick underlying mint luster 
give this piece an uncommonly pronounced eye appeal. One 
of only 21 gems to have been so graded by NGC. 

5132 NGC 1857 MS 63. Excellent luster and toned in deep shades 
of golden and gray. 

5133 NGC 1858 MS 64. Frosty and virtually untoned, with minor 
striking weakness in the upper left portion of the wreath. 

5134 PCGS 1858 MS 65. A lustrous gem with variegated 
gray-olive and rose colored toning. Nice upper-end type coin. 

5135 PCGS 1859 MS 64. Extremely bold and frosty beneath rich 
blue and violet iridescence on the obverse and light golden 
peripheral toning on the reverse. A somewhat scarcer date 
and the final year of its type. 

5136 NGC 1859-0 MS 62. Originally toned. 

5137 PCGS 1862 MS 67. An immaculate coin with flawless 
surfaces that are completely struck up in all areas and show 
light, occasional patches of peripheral iridescent color. A 
breathtaking type coin and one of only 4 pieces to have been 
accorded such an exalted grade. 

5138 PCGS 1869 MS 62. Light in color. 

5139 PCGS 1872-S Mintmark Above Bow MS 64. Fully struck 
with strands of light golden-rose toning around the 
peripheries. 

5140 NGC 1872-S Mintmark Above Bow MS 64. A near gem that 
displays full definition and a bit of patchy brown toning on 
both obverse and reverse. 

5141 PCGS 1872-S Mintmark Above Bow MS 65. Generally 
untoned with bright, satiny mint luster and clean, 
problem-free surfaces. A nice type coin. 

5142 NGC 1873 MS 66. Passage of the "Crime of ’73" in 
Congress made this and several other odd denomination 
type coins obsolete, ending an era of diversity that has 
never returned to U.S. numismatics. As the final year of the 
type 1873 half dimes have always been somewhat more 
popular with collectors. This piece, while not completely 
struck up. has bright prooflike fields created by polishing 
the dies and thus transfering the striations to the fields of 
the coin upon striking. The surfaces overall are immaculate 
and untoned. A dazzling coin and one of only 5 pieces to 
have been so graded by NGC. 

5143 PCGS 1866 PR 63. Good depth of mirrors in the fields and 
covered with a deep gray and rose colored patina. Worth a 
premium because of the scarcity of business strikes. 

5144 PCGS 1866 PR 64. While the mintage for proof 1866 half 
dimes was an unimpressive 725 pieces, business strikes are 
very elusive with only 10.000 coins having been minted. 

This is a lovely piece toned in blue, rose, and sea-green 
colors that cover both sides and show good reflectivity in the 
fields. One of 28 proofs to have been so graded by PCGS. 


EARLY DIMES 

5145 NGC 1798 Medium 8 MS 62. JR-4. R.3. While a 

relatively conunon variety in 1798, all dimes of this year are 
rare in mint condition. Only 12 mint state coins have been 
certified by both services It is believed that most of the 
dimes dated 1798 were actually struck in 1800. and this 
particular reverse was also used to strike 1798 quarter 
eagles. Usually seen weak on the left side of the obverse (as 
on this piece) and also in the center of the reverse, this 
piece only shows slight softness of details on the highpoints 
of the reverse. Otherwise, a well struck early dime that has 
bright, prooflike fields and surfaces that are covered with a 
deep golden-rose toning over both sides. One of only 2 coins 
certified as such by NGC with 3 finer. This is undoubtedly 
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one of the finest known examples of the JR-4 variety. 

5146 PCGS 1805 4 Berries AG 3. JR-2, R.2. Original. 

5147 NGC 1814 Small Date MS 65. JR-1. R.3. We believe this 
to be the finest known Small Date dime. Previously sold as a 
part of Allen Love joy’s set of dunes in October 1990. this 
piece is head and shoulders better than the second finest 
known which only graded MS 60. The strike is sharp in 
most areas with boldly defined hair curls on Liberty and full 
neck feathers on the eagle. The only area of weakness is on 
the radials of several of the stars around the edge of the 
obverse. The center and right half of each side is untoned 
while the left half and edges are toned a deep sea-green and 
russet. The surfaces show full mint bloom and this is a very 
attractive coin overall. The population figures from NGC 
indicate that only one other gem Small Date has been 
certified. PCGS has certified only 2 other coins in MS 65 

(with no Large or Small Date designation though), and 
there are no finer pieces graded by either service. Last sold 
in Superior’s Chicago Sale (8/91), lot 419, flip accompanies. 

5148 NGC 1820 AU 55. JR-11. R.3. Deep, original toning with 
much luster still in evidence. 

5149 NGC 1821 MS 63. JR-5. R.3. Formerly sold as lot 5095 of 
our December 1991 DCSE Sale where it was described as, "A 
scarcer variety that is usually only seen in circulated 
grades. Allen Lovejoy’s coin was an uncertified "BU." We 
believe this piece to be superior and indeed is most likely the 
finest known. While deeply toned in shades of blue, green, 
and rose iridescence there is a noticeable glimmer of 
semi-prooflikeness that is plainly evident in the fields 
beneath the toning. Generally well struck but showing the 
usual softness on the highpoints as often seen on coins of 
this design." 

5150 NGC 1823/2 MS 63. JR-3. R.2. A fairly common variety 

of this popular overdate, but of course, a scarce coin in mint 
state as are all Large Size dimes. This piece is sharply 
struck on the obverse as usually seen but rather than the 
normal weak reverse it is quite well struck with strong neck 
feathers and top of wing. A clean coin with medium gray 
and golden-rose toning over both sides. One of only 3 coins 
to have been so graded by NGC with 9 finer. 

5151 NGC 1831 MS 63. JR-3. R.l. Sharply struck on the obverse 
with the usual softness of highpoint detail seen on the 
reverse of this variety. Deep gray toning over both sides 
with a strong underlying iridescence in the fields. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5152 PCGS 1838 Large Stars MS 65. The most common issue 
among the No Drapery dimes and often the choice for a type 
set among advanced collectors. This piece shows pinpoint 
striking detail and is generally untoned with clean, 
unmarked features. One of 23 gems to have been so graded 
by PCGS. 

5153 ANACS 1838 Partial Drapery AU 50. Steel-violet 
obverse toning, with iridescent-blue in the recessed areas of 
the reverse. A rare variety in high grade with mint state 
examples being impossible to locate. A lot which won’t go 
unnoticed to the specialist in the field. 

5154 PCGS 1845 MS 63. Fully struck and originally toned. 

5155 PCGS 1848 MS 61. While not an especially rare date the 
1848 is an unusual find in mint condition. Consider these 
numbers from PCGS: only 11 coins have been certified in all 
grades of uncirculated with no pieces grading higher than 
MS 64. This coin is fully struck with complete radial details 
on the stars and strong hair strands. Both sides are toned a 
lavender-gray in the centers with a bright sea-green at the 
edges. There are a few small contact marks as one would 
expect from a coin of this grade, the most obvious one being 
in the right obverse field. 
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5156 PCGS 1859 MS 66. Bright, sparkling mint luster covers 
both sides and the surfaces are untoned in the centers and 
show only a light band of golden-brown patina around the 
edge of each side. One of 9 pieces to have been so graded by 
PCGS. 

5157 NGC 1874 Arrows MS 63. Deep, variegated toning. 

5158 PCGS 1877-CC MS 65. If one were looking for a gem 
Carson City dime it would be difficult to improve upon this 
lovely piece. All design elements are fully struck and the 
surfaces are highly lustrous (as usual) and covered with 
deep, mottled iridescent toning that includes virtually every 
color in the rainbow. One of 21 gems to have been so graded 
by PCGS. 

5159 PCGS 1880 MS 64. Fully struck and brilliant with bright, 
frosted mint luster, and showing a few small abrasions in 
the fields. A scarcer, low mintage issue that has only had -1 
coins certified by PCGS in this grade. 

5160 PCGS 1883 MS 65. Dusky gray and blue toned surfaces 
that are seemingly devoid of abrasions and show excellent 
underlying luster. A totally original coin. 

5161 PCGS 1886 MS 64. Sharply struck and toned on both sides 
in original steel-gray and sea-green shades. An attractive 
type coin, currently available at very modest price levels. 

5162 PCGS 1886 MS 65. A well struck gem whose obverse is 
mostly brilliant while the reverse is toned a lavender and 
blue. Superb luster and a nice looking Legend Obverse dime. 

5163 PCGS 1887 MS 64. Gray-olive toning with strong 
underlying luster. 

5164 PCGS 1887-S MS 62. Brilliant. 

5165 PCGS 1889 MS 64. A nice, minimally abraded type coin with 
almost no color on either side. 

5166 NGC 1889 MS 64. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5167 NGC 1891-0 MS 63. Original variegated toning. 

5168 PCGS 1867 PR 63. The extreme rarity of 1867 business 
strike dimes has placed significant date pressure on the 
proofs as well. This piece is deeply toned on the obverse, less 
so on the reverse. 

5169 NGC 1876 PR 66. An originally toned proof that shows 
deep blue-violet toning on each side but retains a much 
lighter, almost untoned center to the obverse. A beautiful, 
non-hair lined type coin. This is the only PR 66 certified of 
this date by NGC. 


BARBER DIMES 

5170 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Lightly toned. 

5171 PCGS 1893 MS 65. An incredibly lovely and original early 
Barber dime that has bright mint luster that seems to sizzle 
beneath the rich layers of deep multi-colored toning. Fully 
struck and virtually mark-free as well, this is a premium 
example of a business strike Barber dime. 

5172 PCGS 1898 MS 63. Fully struck and toned a medium gray 
over both sides with deep golden-rose patina around the 
outer devices. 

5173 PCGS 1908 MS 63. Excellent mint frost and just a touch of 
light peripheral color. 

5174 PCGS 1910 MS 65. This coin is fully struck and nearly 
mark-free. The surfaces have a steely-grav patina over both 
sides that is accented by tiny portions of deep russet that 
surrounds the devices. A pleasing business strike Barber 


dime. 

5175 NGC 1911-D MS 63. Speckled toning over both sides. A nice 
coin for the grade. 

5176 NGC 1912 MS 63. Toned with a few marks on the cheek. 
Good luster. 

5177 PCGS 1912 MS 64. Fully struck and almost untoned. 

5178 NGC 1912-D MS 64. Deep mottled toning. Original. 

5179 PCGS 1912-S MS 63. Brilliant. 

5180 NGC 1913 MS 64. Bright mint luster with just a bit of light 
golden toning over each side. 

5181 PCGS 1913-S MS 64. A key date in the series with an 
original mintage of only 510,000 pieces. The 13-S is scarce^ 
in all grades and is quite difficult in mint condition. Only 17 
coins have been certified by PCGS in MS 64 with only 15 
pieces finer. The surfaces of this coin are remarkably clean, 
easily being among the finest pieces in this grade. In fact, to 
many this coin would suggest an even higher grade. The 
luster is satiny and both sides show a light dash of pale 
golden-brown patina. A very scarce and worthwhile coin 
that is sure to be of interest to the advanced collector. 

5182 PCGS 1914 MS 63. Deep variegated toning. 

5183 PCGS 1914 MS 63. Light in color and fully struck. 

5184 NGC 1914-D MS 63. Deeply toned. 

5185 PCGS 1916 MS 63. Lightly toned. 

5186 NGC 1916 MS 63. Although a clean coin the toning is just 
too dark to grade higher. 

5187 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Lustrous with light golden-lilac toning. 
Just a few tiny pecks on the cheek of Liberty. 

5188 PCGS 1916 MS 65. Superb luster that is overlaid by a light 
layer of golden patina with deep russet scattered around the 
edge of the obverse. An attractive gem type coin. 

5189 PCGS 1892 PR 63. Unfathomably deep mirrors with just a 
hint of light golden toning on each side. Nice looking coin 
for the grade. 

5190 PCGS 1901 PR 64. Deeply mirrored with a light ring of 
golden-blue color around the rims. 

5191 PCGS 1909 PR 67. A pristine proof type coin whose 
surfaces appear to be completely free from any post-striking 
impairments. The obverse is toned in bright shades of 
sea-green, turquoise, russet, and rose while the reverse is a 
monochromatic golden-brown. One of only 6 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS with only one finer. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5192 PCGS 1916 MS 65 Full Bands. Light lavender toning with 
superb luster. 

5193 ANACS 1917-D MS 62 Full Bands. Bright, satiny luster 
with a blush of golden-violet toning on either side. A tough 
date in mint state. 

5194 PCGS 1917-S MS 64. Satiny luster with matte-like fields. 
Lightly toned with almost a complete split in the bands. 

5195 PCGS 1917-S MS 64 Full Bands. Bright mint luster with 
light color on the obverse. 

5196 PCGS 1918-S MS 64 Full Bands. A scarce early Mercury 
and a difficult issue to locate with full central bands. The 
obverse has a lovely olive-green patina while the reverse is a 
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5197 PCGS 1918-S MS 64 Full Bands. Fully struck in all areas 
with satiny luster and a pronounced granular texture to the 
surfaces. Lightly toned. A scarce early Mercury with 
complete band detail, only 13 have been so graded. 

5198 NGC 1919-D MS 65. Lovely golden toning outlines satiny, 
mark-free surfaces. A rare Mercury issue at this grade level. 

5199 PCGS 1919-S MS 65. Highly lustrous with only a hint of 
golden color on the obverse surface. A much better than 
average striking for this difficult issue, displaying partial 
separation on the horizontal bands. 

5200 ANACS 1920-D MS 64. Satiny and wholly original, with 
traces of speckled russet toning in the protected areas. 
Another elusive date in this popular series. 

5201 ANACS 1923 MS 63 Full Bands. Mostly brilliant, save for a 
patch of toning above the I in LIBERTY. 

5202 NGC 1924-S MS 65. A very scarce coin in high grade 
with gems being particularly difficult. Only 3 other MS 65 
coins have been certified by NGC with none finer. The 
surfaces are bright and lustrous with even golden-rose 
toning over both sides. 

5203 ANACS 1925-D MS 63. A crescent of steel-violet toning 
adorns the obverse, along with a corresponding arc of 
golden-russet color on the reverse. A select, original 
example of this scarce date. 

5204 ANACS 1926 MS 64 Full Bands. Splotchy obverse toning. 

5205 PCGS 1926-D MS 64 Full Bands. Snowy-white brilliance 
over both sides. A lovely, high-end example of this scarce 
issue that shows no visible flaws on the surfaces. 

5206 NGC 1927 MS 65 Full Bands. Deep, original, multi-colored 
toning with a wide st reak of brilliance down the middle of 
the obverse. An intriguing coin.

5221 PCGS 1938 MS 65 Full Bands, lilac and golden toning; 
1943-S MS 65, brilliant; and a 1945 MS 64. (Total: 3 coinsi 

5222 PCGS 1938 MS 65 Full Bands: 1938-S MS 65; 1939-S MS 
65; and a 1945-D MS 65 Full Bands. A clean, lustrous group 
of coins. (Total: 4 coinsi 

5223 PCGS 1938 MS 66 Full Bands. Just a touch of light color 
can be seen on each side. 

5224 NGC 1939 MS 66, 10 pieces, all are either brilliant or show 
light toning. (Total: 10 coins) 

5225 NGC 1939 MS 66, 20 pieces, all mark-free specimens 
handpicked from original rolls. (Total: 20 coinsi 

5226 NGC 1939 MS 66. 20 pieces, most show light toning but a 
few are brilliant. (Total: 20 coins) 

5227 PCGS 1939-D MS 66 Full Bands. Just a hint of light color. 

5228 PCGS 1941 MS 66 Full Bands. Superb mint luster. 

5229 PCGS 1941-D MS 66 Full Bands. Strong eye appeal. 

5230 PCGS 1941-S MS 66 Full Bands. Lightly toned. 

5231 PCGS 1942-D MS 66 Full Bands. One of the best buys in a 
20th century series at today's price levels. 

5232 ANACS 1942 1-D AU 55. A lightly circulated example of this 
rare overdate. The top portion of the underdigit is very faint 
but the bottom part below the 2 is clear and the repunching 
on the 4 is pronounced. 

5233 PCGS 1943-D MS 66 Full Bands. Thick, satiny luster. 

5234 PCGS 1943-S MS 66 Full Bands. Lightly toned. 

5235 PCGS 1944 MS 66 Full Bands. A scarcer P-mint with 
complete central bands and this one is a beauty. 

5236 PCGS 1944-D MS 66 Full Bands. Light golden toning. 

5237 PCGS 1945-D MS 66 Full Bands. Superb frosted mint 

5238 ANACS 1945-S MS 67. Splashes of light russet toning 
overlay mark-free surfaces. 

5239 ANACS 1945-S Micro S MS 65 Full Bands. Highly lustrous 
and displaying a bit of speckled toning about the obverse 
rim. A scarce variety with a full strike. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECE 

5240 PCGS 1876 MS 64. A fully struck twenty-cent piece and one 
that is untoned and shows only the smallest abrasions in 
the obverse fields. A lovely type coin and a slightly scarcer 
date. From a mintage of only 15,900 just 24 coins have been 
graded as this piece.

5241 PCGS 1807 XF 45. A well centered early quarter that 
shows original gray, blue-green, and rose colored toning. 

The surfaces are well struck and generally free from 
abrasions, the only mentionable ripple in the surface of the 
coin being a series' of parallel adjustment marks on the 
reverse. Trends $1600 in XF 40. $2350 in AU 50. 

5242 PCGS 1819 Small 9 MS 63. A very rare type coin that 
seems to be drastically undervalued at today’s price levels. 
Spanish or Mexican 2 reales were preferred in commerce 
during the time when these pieces were minted as the U.S. 
coins were heavier and therefore worth more than face 
value. As a result, the U.S. coins were melted by the tens of 
thousands in the the early 1850s. Few were saved in any 
grade and today all dates are very rare in mint state. This is 
a lovely coin that shows multi-colored gray, blue, green, and 
rose colored iridescence over both sides with excellent mint 
luster and a very sharp strike. Only 2 other pieces have 
been so graded by PCGS with 5 coins finer. 

5243 PCGS 1831 MS 63. An untoned and fully struck example of 
this scarce Close Collar quarter. 

5244 NGC 1833 MS 63. The Small Size Bust quarters were 
struck with a close collar that enabled the planchet to be 
much more tightly confined than previously, while at the 
same time, imparting edge reeding. This close collar gives 
these quarters a more "modern" look, almost having the 
appearance of coins struck on a steam press. But, like their 
Large Size predecessors, these pieces are very scarce in 
mint condition. Only 10 pieces have been so graded by NGC 
with only 2 finer. This coin is somewhat irregularly struck, 
as many pieces are that were struck on a screw press, with 
areas of localized striking weakness next to areas that are 
fully brought up. Both sides have taken on a medium gray 
patina with an underlying red and blue tone. Die clashed on 
the obverse just below Liberty’s ear. 

5245 PCGS 1834 AU 50. Deeply toned with a fair amount of 
luster remaining. Die clashing can be seen below the ear of 
Liberty. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5246 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 64. The Arrows and 
Rays design was implemented to alert the public to a new. 
lowered amount of silver in minor coinage beginning in 
1853. This device was only retained for one year, afterward 
dropping the rays, and finally returning the previous. 
pre-1853 design. Arrows and Rays quarters can be a 
challenging type coin in mint state. Only 33 have been 
certified in MS 64 by PCGS. a paltry amount when one 
considers the large numbers of type collectors of U.S. coins. 
This piece is fully struck in all areas and the surfaces are 
clean, showing no mentionable marks. Each side has just a 
touch of light golden-brown toning, but the coin has 
retained a considerable amount of original, underlying 
pearl-gray color. A rare, high-grade example of this much 
sought-after type coin. 

5247 NGC 1858 MS 63. Well struck and nicely toned with a few 
obverse abrasions. An affordable No Motto quarter. 

5248 PCGS 1861 MS 63. Lustrous, well struck, and lightly toned. 

5249 PCGS 1862 MS 64. Fully struck with excellent luster 
beneath the attractive light gray, golden-rose, and blue 
patina. One of only 27 coins of this date to have been so 
graded by PCGS. 

5250 NGC 1876 MS 63. Bright mint luster with a light overtone 
of hazy color. 

5251 PCGS 1877-S MS 63. Deep multi-colored toning. 

5252 PCGS 1868 PR 62. Deeply mirrored but showing a few 
hairlines and contact marks. 


5254 NGC 1883 PR 66. Because of the scarcity of business 
strike 1883 quarters (only 15.439 were minted) proofs are of 
special importance to collectors and investors alike. This is 
a pristine proof striking that shows deep blue and violet 
toning with a bit more blue on the reverse than the obverse. 
One of only 4 pieces to have been so graded by NGC with 
only 2 coins finer. 

5255 PCGS 1886 PR 62. Deep iridescent toning. 

5256 NGC 1889 PR 63. Deeply reflective fields with light 
golden-russet toning on each side that conceals a few 
randomly placed hairlines on the obverse. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5257 NGC 1892 MS 67. A magnificent first-year of issue that 
appears to have been perfectly preserved, showing not even 
the slightest abrasions to the unaided eye. The most 
dominant feature on this coin, however, is not its clean 
surfaces or full strike, but rather its superb mint luster and 
enchanting, mesmerizing coloration. Each side is colored in 
shades of deep gray, electric blue, and light yellow and pink. 
This color scheme is enhanced even more by an 
underpinning of thick mint frost that brightens and 
enlivens the surfaces to the point where one is compelled to 
look at the coin. An outstanding type coin and well worth 
paying a premium to acquire. 

5258 PCGS 1905 MS 63. Well struck with dusky gray toning. 

5259 NGC 1907-0 MS 64. Well struck with superb mint luster 
and brilliant except for a dash of light golden color on each 
side. Scarce with only 17 pieces having been so graded. 

5260 PCGS 1914 MS 63. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5261 PCGS 1914 MS 64. Frosty, untoned obverse. The reverse is 
an original silvery-gray color with patchy golden toning to 
the left of the eagle. 

A nice looking type coin that is toned 
in multiple layers of color on the obverse while the reverse 
is mostly brilliant.

STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS

design in this first year of issue, and 1916 quarters are 
scarce and expensive in all grades. In mint state they are 
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5253 NGC 1881 PR 63. Deep blue, gray, and rose toning with 

good depth of reflectivity in the fields. A scarcer low mintage 
issue that is generally only found as a proof. 
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rarely encountered and we have been priviledged to offer 
several different pieces over the past few auctions. This coin 
has much to recommend it to the value conscious buyer. As 
usual, the strike is not fully brought up in the head area 
(certainly not like 1917 Type Ones), but there is good, even 
detail over both sides with complete rivets on the shield and 
well formed toes on Liberty. The satiny, lustrous surfaces 
have a matte-like texture common to most minor coins 
struck in this year. Light gray patina over both sides with a 
slightly darker outline around the peripheries. A thoroughly 
presentable example of this scarce, key date issue.

All Bust 
halves are scarce in mint state, but the earlier dates are 
very elusive. This piece is very sharply struck with strong 
hair detail on Liberty and well formed stars. The luster is 
excellent and is covered in multiple layers of deep blue, gray, 
golden, and rose toning. The surfaces are noticeably free 
from abrasions and there are no adjustment marks. One of 
only 13 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS, only 3 coins 
are finer. 

5329 PCGS 1815 12 XF 40. A very rare date with an original 
mintage of only 47,150 pieces. No coins were able to be 
struck after the rolling mills burned and repairs could be 
made in 1817. This is an original coin with attractive 
multi-colored toning and even wear over the highpoints. The 
surfaces are remarkably clean, showing no obvious marks 
on either side. Trends $3000. 

5330 PCGS 1823 VF 30. Golden-grav toning. Double profile on 
Liberty. 

5331 PCGS 1824 VF 30. Light silvery-gray centers with 
iridescent rings of color at the rims.

5339 PCGS 1847-0 XF 40. Toned. 

5340 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 62. A nice example of 
this rare, one-vear type that is very sharply struck in all 
areas and shows light golden-brown toning over both sides. 
Die clashed on each side but surprisingly free from any but 
the most trivial post-striking impairments. One of only 27 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5341 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 64. When precise 
grading was much less important than it is today, no one 
paid much attention to Arrows and Rays coinage. No one 
noticed their true rarity in the better states of mint 
condition because no one cared; they were common in 
circulated grades therefore they must be common also in 
uncirculated grades. Of course, nothing could be further 
from the truth. It was only about 40 years ago that the price 
of uncirculated pieces began to rise as type collecting 
gradually replaced collecting complete sets. Today, Arrows 
and Rays quarters and halves are one of the most coveted 
and highly valued of all minor type coins from the 19th 
century. Only 28 pieces have been certified as MS 64 by 
PCGS with only 9 pieces finer. This coin has an original 
layer of medium to darker gray patina with an attractive 
underlying rose toning. The luster is excellent and is 
undiminished in intensity by the layers of toning. Sharply 
struck throughout with only a few light field marks and 
showing evidence of minor die clashing on each side. 

5342 NGC 1859 MS 63. Richly toned in golden-russet, with a few 
smudgy areas of lighter silvery-gray color on either side. A 
fairly difficult issue at this grade level, being one of just 5 
graded as such by NGC out of total mint state population of 
9 coins. 

5343 PCGS 1868 MS 64. Despite a hefty mintage of 417,000 
pieces, the 1868 half dollar was not widely saved and in high 
grades is very elusive. This is the only MS 64 to have been 
certified by PCGS and only one coin is finer, an MS 65.

The 
strike is almost complete but not quite full on the head and 
upper stars. One of only 10 coins to have been so graded 
with 8 finer. Trends $2150 in MS 63.

5444 PCGS 1795 Flowing Hair VG 8. Light gray color over both 
sides with a bright underlying glossiness, and few abrasions 
to distract the viewer. 

5445 PCGS 1795 Flowing Hair VG 10. Medium to darker gray 
patina scattered over both sides that deepens somewhat 
toward the edges. There are a few tiny pecks in the center of 
the obverse of unknown origin. 

5446 PCGS 1795 Flowing Hair Fine 12. B-5. Light gray patina in 
the fields with silvery accents on the devices. A couple of 
small obverse digs and a rim bump on the reverse. 

5447 PCGS 1797 VF 20. Well centered with light gray patina that 
in some places is almost brilliant. Minimally marked for the 
grade. 

5448 PCGS 1797 VF 20. An attractive early dollar that is 
perfectly centered and shows virtually abrasion-free 
surfaces. Both sides are draped in a layer of lilac toning that 
is in turn overlaid with a light pinkish hue. Very nice 
surfaces for the grade. 

5449 PCGS 1798 Large Eagle VF 20. Light, almost brilliant, 
surfaces that show a number of tiny abrasions in the fields. 

5450 PCGS 1799 Fine 12. The medium gray color in the centers 
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deepens gradually toward the edges creating a subtle 
two-toned effect over both sides. A few shallow digs on the 
obverse. 

5451 PCGS 1799 VF 20. Original light gray toning. A clean early 
dollar and a nice looking, low grade type piece. 

5452 PCGS 1799 VF 20. Moderate golden-gray patina over both 
sides with an outline of deeper, almost charcoal, gray 
around the devices. Clean fields. 

5453 PCGS 1800 Fine 15. The light gray patina in the fields 
contrasts sharply against the silvery-brilliance seen on the 
devices. A bright, well centered example of this scarcer date 
whose only defect is a small group of digs around the eagle's 
left talon. 

5454 PCGS 1802 AU 50. Well centered and very sharply 
struck with intricate hair detail on Liberty and boldly 
defined feathers on the eagle. The surfaces are bright and 
overlaid with medium golden-brown patina on top of deep 
blue, evenly matched on each side. A premium example of 
this scarce, late date Heraldic dollar. Trends $3000. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

5455 PCGS 1843 XF 40. An original coin with no obvious marks 
and moderate patination. 

5450 NGC 1860-0 MS 60. Bright, dazzling mint luster but 
heavily abraded as are all of these hoard coins. 

5457 PCGS 1871 XF 40. Untoned with numerous small 
abrasions. 

5458 ANACS 1871-CC VF 20. The 1871-CC Seated dollar is an 
issue of immense importance to collectors of this series and 
is also a key date among all Carson City issues, as well as 
being a coin with appeal to the even wider collecting 
audience of buyers interested in 19th century American 
rarities. The 1871-CC dollar has the lowest mintage of all 
Carson City issues, silver and gold, with only 1.376 pieces 
having been struck. Among CC Seated dollars it is only 
exceeded in rarity by the 1873-CC, a coin with a larger 
mintage but even fewer survivors than the "71-CC. Breen 
relates that from the outset coins produced in Carson City 
were suspected of being underweight. Dollars were 
randomly pulled from deliveries from the western mint and 
tested in Philadelphia. Some coins were tested by filing into 
the edge and several of these test coins still exist. It was 
found that the coins were underweight and the Mint 
Superintendent was subsequently fired. There were also 
politically motivated reasons for limiting mintages from the 
Carson City. In a curious twist of logic the mint was ordered 
to limit production. This lowered output was then used by 
the mint’s political foes as a reason to abolish the facility. 

1871- CC dollars are prohibitively rare above XF and only 
about five pieces are believed to exist in mint condition. This 
is an especially pleasing specimen whose surfaces are a light 
gray with slightly darker gray color outlining the devices. 

There are very few abrasions and in general the devices are 
free from distracting marks. 

5459 PCGS 1872-CC VF’ 30. A second scarce Carson City Seated 
dollar and one with a mintage of only 3.150 pieces. While 
not as rare as the 1871-CC and 1873-CC, the ’72-CC is 
nevertheless a difficult issue in all grades and one that is 
actually scarcer than its mintage would suggest because of 
the many coins that were melted after April 1873. The 

1872- CC is usually seen with a stronger reverse than 
obverse and indeed that is the case with this coin. The 
surfaces are extraordinarily clean on both sides and the coin 
shows no toning, just a light pearl-gray patina. A perfect 
circulated coin and one of the most pleasing examples of this 
scarce date one could hope to locate. Trends $1750 in VF 20. 

5460 PCGS 1871 PR 62. One can immediately see the depth of 
reflectivity in the fields of this proof dollar when held 
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beneath a light, but away from a light the mirrored flash is 
somewhat subdued by the deep multi-colored toning that 
covers both sides. The toning also softens the effect of the 
light hairlining from an old cleaning. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

5461 PCGS 1873-CC AU 50. A scarce early Trade dollar and a 
date that is seldom seen any finer than AU. Lightly toned. 
Trends $650. 

5462 NGC 1875-S MS 64. The strike is somewhat uneven in 
places but the surfaces are remarkably clean and show an 
attractive golden-gray patina over both sides with scattered 
portions of blue at the rims. 

5463 NGC 1877-S AU 55. Brilliant and fully struck. 

5464 PCGS 1882 PR 64. The surfaces of this lovely coin are 
toned in deep multi-colored shadings of blue, sea-green, 
golden-rose, and russet. While these colors are deep, they do 
not subdue the highly reflective flash in the fields from the 
proof mirrors. An outstanding proof Trade dollar that would 
be difficult to improve upon in terms of visual appeal

5474 PCGS 1878-CC MS 64. Frosty white obverse; milky 
silvery-gray patina covers nearly half of the reverse.

Moderately abraded on 
the obverse, but the overall frostiness and originality of this 
piece definitely puts it in the high-end category for the 
grade. 
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5483 PCGS 1879-CC MS 63. Perfect Dies. A remarkably clean 
coin for an MS 63 with a reverse that would easily grade MS 
64 if judged by itself. The fields have a strong 
semi-prooflikeness with just a smidgen of frost to keep them 
from being labeled as fully prooflike. Sharply struck with 
vibrant mint luster. A scarce Carson City dollar and a date 
that one is unlikely to find any better. 

5484 PCGS 1879-0 MS 64. Brilliant. 

5485 PCGS 1879-S MS 64. Semi-prooflike. 

5486 PCGS 1879-S MS 64 Prooflike. Dazzling brilliant surfaces. 

5487 NGC 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS 63. A fully struck example 
of this scarce variety. 

5488 PCGS 1880-CC MS 65. Outstanding luster with light 
golden-brown toning. 

5489 PCGS 1880-CC MS 65. White and exceedingly frosty, with 
thick, satiny brilliance in the fields. Just a mark or two from 
superb quality. 

5490 NGC 1880-S MS 65 Prooflike. Brilliant. 

5491 NGC 1880-S MS 66 Prooflike. While there are certainly 
rarer coins to interest the specialist, this is the ultimate 
piece for the type collector. The devices have a thick frosted 
mint luster that contrasts nicely against the flashy mirrors 
in the fields. 

5492 NGC 1880-S MS 66 Prooflike. A fully struck example of this 
common date that has excellent luster characteristics and 
nicely mirrored fields. Sharp looking type coin. 

5493 PCGS 1880-S MS 67. A superior Morgan type coin with 
bright, dazzling mint luster and virtually mark-free 
surfaces. 

5494 PCGS 1881 MS 64. Brilliant satiny surfaces. A nice 
upper-end 64. 

5495 NGC 1881 MS 65. Sharply struck with attractive 
golden-lilac toning and superb underlying luster. 

5496 PCGS 1881-CC MS 65. Virtually untoned with thick mint 
frost. 

5497 ANACS 1881-CC MS 65. A gem example displaying light 
golden toning at the rims. The devices are fully detailed and 
virtually free of marks. 

5498 PCGS 1881-S MS 64. prooflike obverse; 1885 MS 64. 
brilliant; and an 1887 MS 64, brilliant. (Total: 3 coins! 

5499 NGC 1881-S MS 64 Prooflike. Brilliant. 

5500 PCGS 1881-S MS 66. Superb mint frost and pristine 
surfaces. A lovely type coin. 

5501 PCGS 1881-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant with a 
starkly cameoed reverse. 

5502 PCGS 1881-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Unfathomably 
deep mirrors. 

5503 Hallmark 1882 MS 64. Toned. 

5504 PCGS 1882-CC MS 65. Bright, sparkling luster. 

5505 PCGS 1882-0 MS 64. Fully struck with bright satiny luster. 

5506 NGC 1882-0 MS 64. Brilliant. 

5507 NGC 1882-0 MS 65. Brilliant and fully struck with smooth 
satiny luster and clean features. A very scarce New Orleans 
dollar in gem condition. One of only 30 gems to have been so 
graded by NGC with none finer. 


5508 NGC 1882-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. The obverse 
exhibits a whisper of rose-gold color. Little or no contrast, 
but displaying exceptional depth to the surfaces. 

5509 PCGS 1882-S MS 66. The luster is outstanding on this coin, 
the obverse being especially attractive with thick mint frost 
on the devices contrasted against prooflike fields.

A near gem 
with outstanding contrast between fields and devices. 

5516 PCGS 1884-0; 1885-0; and an 1886. All grade MS 64 and 
are brilliant, iTotal: 3 coins) 

5517 PCGS 1884-S AU 58. A nice slider of this rare, key date 
issue. Lightly toned. 

5518 NGC 1884-S MS 62. Apparently the vast majority of the 
3.2 million 1884-S dollars that were minted were released 
into circulation shortly after striking, and so few were saved 
in mint state that today this date is one of the major rarities 
in the entire Morgan dollar series. This coin shows bright 
frosted mint luster and is toned in shades of deep 
golden-rose with royal blue at the rims, but does show slight 
striking weakness in the center of each side. One of only 8 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC with 17 finer (with 
none graded higher than MS 64). 

5519 PCGS 1885-CC MS 64. Frosted luster with semi-prooflike 
fields. Popular low-mintage issue. 

5520 PCGS 1885-CC MS 64. Another frosty, untoned specimen. 

5521 ANACS 1885-CC MS 64. Brilliant. 

5522 PCGS 1885-CC MS 65. Superb frosted mint luster with 
clean surfaces. A popular, low mintage CC dollar. 

5523 PCGS 1885-CC MS 65. Clean, frosty white surfaces. 

5524 PCGS 1886 MS 65. Fully struck. 

5525 PCGS 1886 MS 66. Pristine, fully struck surfaces with 
smooth, satiny luster. 

5526 PCGS 1887 MS 65. Deep multi-colored toning, just a bit soft 
in the centers. 

5527 PCGS 1887 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A brilliant, 
cameoed dollar with unfathomably deep mirrors in the 
fields. While not a rare date with deep mirrors the 1887 is 
significantly scarcer than many other dates. There have 
only been 70 coins certified in gem condition of this date.

5528 NGC 1887-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A beautiful 
cameo dollar with thick mint frost on the devices. 
Surprisingly clean surfaces. Scarce with only 30 pieces 
having been so graded. 

5529 NGC 1887-S MS 62. Fully struck and brilliant. 
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5530 NGC 1887-S MS 63. Mottled russet and blue-green toning, 
lightening only on and about Liberty’s portrait. 

5531 PCGS 1887-S MS 64. Sharply struck with bright, satiny 
luster. A scarce S-mint that is generally only available from 
the Redfield hoard. 

5532 NGC 1887-S MS 64. Satiny with a few light pecks on the 
cheek. Fully struck. 

5533 PCGS 1888 MS 65. Superb luster with an overlay of deep 
reddish-golden toning with a ring of deep sea-green around 
the rims. 

5534 PCGS 1888 MS 65. Brilliant. 

5535 PCGS 1888-0 MS 64. Good luster and clean but slightly soft 
in the centers. 

5536 PCGS 1888-0 MS 66. Bright, eye-popping luster with a 
smooth unblemished cheek. Fully struck. For years this date 
has been considered common, or only slightly better than 
common by all but the most knowledgeable in the field. As a 
result, many would be surprised to hear just how rare this 
date is in true gem condition. In an auction which is filled 
with rare and better dates, this lot will stand out as a rare 
opportunity to acquire a date which is offered very seldom.

5537 NGC 1888-S MS 64. An originally toned coin with attractive 
lilac and golden color. 

5538 PCGS 1889 MS 64. Satiny brilliance. 

5539 ANACS 1889-CC MS 63. The 1889-CC is the third rarest 
and most expensive dollar in the Morgan dollar series. 

Unlike other coins, the '89-CC is not a "condition rarity." It 
is rare in all grades, even heavily worn examples are worth 
a hundred dollars or more. A somewhat dubious measure of 
a coin’s rarity is whether it has been counterfeited. The 
1889-CC has been phonied by altering an 1883-CC. adding a 
mintmark, and even cast. Also, many "slider AU" coins have 
been sold in year’s past as mint state, but the supply of true 
mint state pieces is very small. This piece is fully struck 
with soft frosted luster and a semi-prooflike reverse, and the 
surfaces are suprisingly clean for the grade. Toned a light 
golden over both sides, this is a coin that will surely be of 
great interest to Morgan dollar specialists who still need 
this date or who need to upgrade their present specimen. 

5540 PCGS 1889-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. -Any 
offering of an 1889-CC in MS 63 is a special event for dollar 
collectors. The appearance of one with deeply mirrored 
fields adds even more significance. But the appearance of 
two in the same auction is a very rare opportunity for the 
prooflike collector. Both coins offered here are cameoed and 
much more attractive than one might think an MS 63 could 
be. This piece is brilliant and minimally marked with only 
the slightest abrasions noted in the deep, watery fields or on 
the devices. The reverse is especially clean and would surely 
grade a full point higher than the obverse. One of only 10 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5541 NGC 1889-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. This 
second example of this rare date has fields that are perhaps 
just a bit deeper than on the PCGS coin. The strike is very 
sharply defined and the cameo effect is stark with bright 
frosty mint luster on the devices. This piece differs from the 
above coin by having a few more tiny abrasions (but still 
minimally marked* and a thin layer of golden-rose color over 
both sides. A special coin and one that is sure to be of 
interest to the many collectors of this series. This is the one 
of only 10 DMPL coins certified by NGC in this grade with 
only one piece graded finer. 

5542 PCGS 1889-0 MS 64. Lightly abraded with a better strike 
than most. 
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5543 PCGS 1889-0 MS 65 Prooflike. A very scarce and 
underrated dollar with prooflike fields. Gem 1889-0 dollars 
are quite scarce in the better grades of uncirculated 

and.when offered, prooflikes are very popular. This piece 
has bright lustrous surfaces that do not show much contrast 
but are clean and attractive. One of only 4 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS with none finer. 

5544 PCGS 1889-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A fully 
struck coin with unfathomable- deep mirrors in the fields 
and exhibiting frosted white devices that provide a stark 
cameo contrast on each side. A very elusive dollar in both 
gem condition and with the intense reflectivity of this coin. 
One of only 5 pieces to have been so graded with none finer. 

5545 PCGS 1890-CC MS 63. Good luster with just the lightest 
touch of color. 

5546 PCGS 1890-CC MS 63. Well struck with bright, frosted mint 
luster. 

5547 PCGS 1890-CC MS 64. While the 1890-CC has the largest 
mintage of all Carson City dollars it is much scarcer than 
most other CC issues in mint condition with the majority of 
the mintage apparently having been released into 
circulation shortly after striking. This is a sharply struck 
coin with good luster and it is brilliant except for a thin 
crescent of golden patina on the edge of the lower right 
obverse. 

5548 PCGS 1890-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant with 
a pronounced cameo contrast. 

5549 PCGS 1890-S MS 64. Well struck with frosted mint luster. A 
nice example of this scarcer S-mint. 

5550 PCGS 1890-S MS 64. Fully struck with bright, frosted mint 
luster. 

5551 NGC 1890-S MS 64. Sharply struck with bright, frosted 
mint luster reminiscent of the early S-mints. 

5552 PCGS 1891-CC MS 63. Well struck with soft, frosted mint 
luster. 

5553 PCGS 1891-CC MS 64. Well struck with reddish-golden 
toning on the obverse. 

5554 PCGS 1891-CC MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Dazzling 
brilliant surfaces that are lightly, but extensively, abraded. 
Moderate cameo contrast on each side. 

5555 PCGS 1891-CC MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Mostly 
brilliant with a hazy gray patina over the reverse. 

5556 PCGS 1891-CC MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant with 
a significant cameo contrast on each side. 

5557 PCGS 1891-0 MS 64. As with most 1891-0 dollars, the 
strike on this piece is a trifle soft in the centers. But the 
real story here is the glorious, original toning which graces 
both obverse and reverse. Lovely pinkish-gray and 
golden-orange toning gives way to crescents of 
iridescent-blue at the borders. 

5558 PCGS 1891-S MS 64. Attractively toned in shades of deep 
golden-rose with a royal blue around the edge of the reverse. 
Highly lustrous. 

5559 PCGS 1891-S MS 64. Well struck with light golden toning 
on each side. 

5560 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Reasonably well struck for the issue 
with light toning. 

5561 PCGS 1892-CC MS 63. Superb luster with a much cleaner 
cheek than one usually sees on this date. 

5562 ANACS 1892-CC MS 65. While occasionally available in 
the lower grades of uncirculated, the 1892-CC is very scarce 
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in gem condition. As with most coins of this date, the luster 
is magnificent and gives this piece most of its eye appeal. 
Fully struck with only a few minor abrasions on the obverse 
and brilliant except for a thin ring of reddish patina around 
the rims. 

5563 PCGS 1892-CC MS 64 Prooflike. A mildly cameoed 
example of this scarce prooflike issue. Pinpoint striking 
detail on both sides with clear, reflective mirrors in the 
fields. Scarce with onlv 27 pieces having been so graded by 
PCGS. 

5564 PCGS 1892-0 MS 64. Superb luster but showing just a bit of 
central striking weakness as usual. 

5565 PCGS 1893 MS 64. A brilliant coin that is well struck with 
attractive frosty mint luster. A popular date because of its 
low mintage of only 389,792 pieces, the ninth lowest in the 
series. 

5566 NGC 1893-CC MS 62. A lust rous example of this rare, key 
date CC dollar that shows light peripheral toning on each 
side. However, unlike most ’93-CC dollars, this piece is very 
sharplv struck with almost complete hair detail over the ear 
and sharply defined breast feathers. There are a number of 
small abrasions on each side, as would be expected from a 
coin of this grade, but the opportunity to locate this rare 
date in any condition of uncirculated out weighs a few small 
abrasions. 

5567 PCGS 1893-CC MS 60 Prooflike. The 1893-CC is a very 
scarce Carson City issue that is rarely seen in mint 
condition. As with most examples of this issue (especially 
the prooflikes >. the centers are softly impressed with no 
detail over the ear of Liberty and lacking definition on the 
eagle’s feathers. However, the fields do show good depth of 
reflectivity with strongly contrasted devices. One of only 46 
coins to have been so graded by PCGS with 59 pieces finer 
(the finest being MS 63). 

5568 NGC 1896-S MS 64. Despite the reputation of this issue 
for poorly produced coins, this piece has excellent luster 
characteristics, being satiny and showing light, scattered 
multi-colored toning. The strike is soft in the centers as is 
often the case, but the breast feathers on the eagle are 
present, just softly impressed. 

5569 ANACS 1897-0 MS 60. The obverse displays attractive 
peripheral toning. Both sides are sharply detailed in the 
centers and the luster is equal to what one expects on this 
scarce New Orleans date. 

5570 ANACS 1897-0 MS 62. Light rose-gray toning with hints of 
steel-blue here and there. A bold strike for this elusive date 
and a coin that is extremely close to the select level. 

5571 NGC 1898-0 MS 65. A satiny gem. toned on the obverse in 
colorful shades of blue, rose and golden-orange. 

5572 PCGS 1898-0 MS 65 Prooflike. A very clean and attractive 
coin that is mostly brilliant but show's just a touch of pale 
lilac toning. Scarcer prooflike issue with only 86 pieces 
having been so graded. 

5573 PCGS 1898-S MS 63. Milky silvery-gray surfaces which, 
upon close inspection, appear moderately prooflike in the 
fields. The Morgan specialist would do well to inspect this 
lot. as a prooflike specimen is at least 10 times rarer than a 
non-reflective coin. 

5574 NGC 1898-S MS 64. Both sides exhibit a hard, satiny 
brilliance and are highlighted in russet toning. Other than a 
few' scattered abrasions on Liberty’s cheek, a very clean coin 
for the grade. 

5575 NGC 1898-S MS 66 Prooflike. The 1898-S is a veiy scarce 
dollar with prooflike fields. A number of semi-prooflikes 
exist but fully reflective coins are seldom encountered. 
Additionally, in gem condition this date is rare but in MS 66 
it is unprecedented with this being the only coin to have 


flash but there is little contrast on either side. A very rare 
opportunity for the dollar specialist. 

5576 PCGS 1899 MS 64. Frosty and bold, with a few splashes of 
obverse toning and a gem quality, white reverse. Popular 
low-mintage date. 

5577 PCGS 1899 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A scarce 
and underrated dollar that is only occasionally available as 
a prooflike. As with most prooflikes of this date there is 
little contrast on either side, but the fields do show good 
depth of reflectivity. A brilliant coin with clean features and 
one of only 22 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5578 PCGS 1899-S MS 64. Very clean for the grade, with ample 
luster and only a hint of milky toning. The strike is a trifle 
soft over Liberty's ear, normal for this scarcer S mint 
Morgan. 

5579 PCGS 1900 MS 64. Brilliant. 

5580 PCGS 1900-0 MS 64. Bright satiny luster. 

5581 NGC 1900-S MS 62. Fully brilliant, with numerous roller 
marks evident on both obverse and reverse. 

5582 PCGS 1900-S MS 64. Brilliant and well struck with cleaner 
features than one might imagine. Scarce late date S-mint 
dollar that is seldom seen any finer. 

5583 NGC 1900-S MS 64. A high-end example displaying 
tantalizing luster and strong definition over Liberty’s ear 
and on the eagle's breast feathers. A flashy coin such as this 
could save the collector hundreds or even as much as a 
thousand dollars over a higher grade specimen. 

5584 NGC 1900-S MS 64. A razor sharp, semi-prooflike example 
toned on both sides in splashes of reddish-orange. 

5585 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Satiny white and very well struck for 
the date, with no visible roller marks. A scarce S mint 
Morgan in affordable mint state condition. 

5586 NGC 1901-S MS 63. Deep multi-colored toning on the 
obverse with a brilliant reverse. The luster is thick and 
frosted as usual and there are a few small marks on the 
cheek of Liberty and the centers are a trifle softly struck as 
well. 

5587 NGC 1901-S MS 64. An attractive example of this scarce 
late date issue that has bright frosted mint luster and is 
surprisingly clean for the grade but shows just a touch of 
central striking weakness on each side. 

5588 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Deeply lustrous, with antique-gold 
highlights. 

5589 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Untoned and limited in grade by a few 
horizontal marks down Liberty’s cheek. 

5590 PCGS 1902-S MS 65. An exceptional ’02-S Morgan. The 
strike is more than adequate for the date, surface marks few 
and far between and a delicate golden-gray toning covers 
both sides, lightening in the centers. Subtle rose and blue 
highlights are visible about the obverse border. Just 70 
examples of the date have been graded as such by PCGS 
and, importantly, only 5 have been awarded a higher grade. 

5591 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Essentially brilliant and struck in full 
detail. 

5592 PCGS 1903 MS 65. Highly lustrous and struck to the hilt. 

5593 PCGS 1903 MS 65. Semi-prooflike. 

5594 ANACS 1903 MS 65. Brilliant, with full high point 
definition. 
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been so graded bv either service. The surfaces are nearly 
flawless and fully struck, and both sides are brilliant. The 
fields show numerous die striations that give the coin its 
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5595 PCGS 1903-0 MS 67. 1903-0 dollars have remained a 
readily available item since the appearance of several bags 
in 1962. They are available in grades up to and including 
MS 65. However, the number of better-than-gem specimens 
drops off rapidly with MS 67 examples being far scarcer 
than most common date dollars. Only 10 coins have been 
accorded the MS 67 grade by PCGS. This piece has bright, 
satiny luster as usual for the date, but on this coin it is 
undisturbed by abrasions, only the lower right reverse field 
shows any evidence of coin-to-coin contact. A lovely dollar 
that is rarely offered in such superior condition. 

5596 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Attractive golden toning frames the 
obverse. The reverse is overlaid in a beautifiil blend of blue 
and gold. A colorful example of this scarcer Philadelphia 
issue and one that, pricewise, jumps dramatically in the 

5597 PCGS 1904-0 MS 65. A bold striking with a semi-prooflike 
obverse. Light golden toning is visible on the rims. 

5598 PCGS 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike. A glittering example, 
untoned except for a touch of violet-brown color on Liberty's 

5599 PCGS 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike. Another high grade 
specimen with full reflectivity. 

5600 PCGS 1921-D MS 64. Toned. 

5601 PCGS 1921-D MS 64. Gorgeous mottled toning on both sides 
in blue and russet shades. 

5602 AN ACS 1921-D MS 64. Mottled obverse toning. 

5603 NGC 1921-D MS 65. Handsomely toned on both sides in 
original silvery-gray and golden-russet, along with a flash of 
bluish-green. A little weak along the base of the wreath, but 
a choice, unusually appealing example of this condition 
rarity. 

5604 PCGS 1921-S MS 64. Pearl-grav surfaces with a smattering 
of spotted reddish-brown peripheral color. 

5605 PCGS 1921-S MS 64. Clean, but a trifle weak. 

5606 PCGS 1921-S MS 64 Extremely well struck and frosty 
under original golden-gray toning. 

5607 PCGS 1921-S MS 64. Streaky brown and gold obverse 
toning. 

5608 NGC 1921-S MS 64. Frosty and mostly brilliant. 

5609 NGC 1921-S MS «4. Untoned, with above-average luster 
and strike. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5610 PCGS 1921 MS 64. Fully brilliant with shimmering mint 
luster and the usual weakness in the centers. A flashy 1921 
Peace dollar. 

5611 NGC 1921 MS 64. Mottled original toning, considerably 
deeper on the reverse than on the obverse. Liberty's highest 
curls display minor flatness, a normality on this high relief 
issue. 

5612 PCGS 1922-D MS 64. Lustrous and almost completely 
brilliant, with only a few widely scattered abrasions. 

5613 ANACS 1922-D MS 64. Splashes of golden and blue obverse 
toning. The reverse exhibits only the lightest golden tint. 

5614 ANACS 1922-S MS 63. Very frosty with only a whisper of 
obverse toning and a gem quality reverse. 


5615 NGC 1923 MS 65. Patchy toning on both obverse and 
reverse. 

5616 PCGS 1923-D MS 63. 

5617 PCGS 1923-D MS 64. Mottled russet and blue toning about 
the borders. 

5618 NGC 1924 MS 65. Mottled russet toning adorns the obverse. 
A fully struck example, irregularly framed on the reverse in 
similar coloration. 

5619 PCGS 1924-S MS 64. White and satiny, with all the eye 
appeal of a gem. With the tremendous price difference 
between MS-64 and MS-65, we wouldn’t be shocked if this 
high-end 1924-S realized a four-figure price. 

5620 PCGS 1926-D MS 63, golden toning at the base of the 
obverse; 1927-D MS 63. lightly toned; and a 1927-S MS 62, 
frosty with a pale bluish tint. (Total: 3 coins) 

5621 PCGS 1927-D MS 64. A clean, milky white specimen that 
boldly approaches gem quality. One of the more difficult 
dates in the Peace dollar series, with only 29 pieces 
currently graded higher by PCGS. 

5622 NGC 1927-S MS 64. Fully lustrous with clean surfaces and 
a strong strike for this scarce date. The obverse displays 
light speckled toning while the reverse is essentially 
brilliant. 

5623 PCGS 1928-S MS 63. A shimmering uncirculated example, 
splashed on the obverse in light golden toning. 

5624 PCGS 1928-S MS 63. The obverse exhibits a silvery-gray, 
satiny appearance while the reverse is frostier and a bit 
more lustrous. 

5625 NGC 1934 MS 64. Both sides are layered in a milky 
golden-gray patina. The underlying surfaces exhibit creamy 
luster and few distracting marks. 

5626 PCGS 1934-D MS 64. Delicately toned about the obverse 
border, with thick, satiny luster and outstanding eye appeal. 
A scarcer date in choice condition. 

5627 NGC 1934-D MS 64. Original silvery-gray color with russet 
and steel-blue highlights on either side. 

5628 NGC 1934-D >IS 65. Mottled golden-brown toning, 
somewhat deeper on the obverse. The surfaces are very well 
preserved and exhibit full underlying mint luster. Like most 
of the later Peace dollar issues, a scarce item in full 65 
condition. 

5629 NGC 1934-S MS 62. A sharply struck example of this 
rare, key date Peace dollar. Both sides are toned a deep 
golden-russet with an occasional patch of blue around the 
rims. The surfaces are generally clean and the coin 
aactuallv looks better than the stated grade. One of only 28 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC. 

5630 NGC 1935 MS 64. A boldly struck, silvery-gray example. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

5631 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 64. 

Satiny yellow-gold surfaces with only a couple noticeable 
marks just above Liberty’s knee. A scarce gold 
commemorative, currently at a very attractive price level. 

5632 PCGS 1922 Grant MS 66. An immaculate Grant that has 
bright lustrous surfaces that show the usual die striations 
but also have a few streaks of reddish-golden color on each 
side. Only 39 pieces have been so graded by PCGS. 

5633 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64. Superb luster and 
color. Only the tiniest abrasions are evident upon close 
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inspection. A lovely near-gem gold commemorative. 

ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5634 PCGS 1852-C AU 50. A well struck example of this scarcer 
Charlotte gold dollar. The surfaces are unusually clean and. 
the coin was struck on a well prepared planchet. Bright 
yellow-gold color. Trends $1450. 

5635 PCGS 1853 MS 64. Intricately detailed and satiny, with 
pleasing orange-gold coloration. A virtual gem Type One 
gold dollar that would affordably fit in a high grade gold 
type set. 

5636 NGC 1855 Type Two XF 40. The obverse is quite clean for 
the grade, only the reverse shows a couple of small digs 
around the date. An affordable grade for this scarce 
three-vear type coin. Trends $425. 

5637 NGC 1855 Type Two AU 53. Well struck and problem-free. 

5638 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 63. This short, three-year 
type coin has proved to be one of the great stumbling blocks 
for many collectors of gold type. While Type Twos are 
generally available in lower grades, they are nevertheless an 
expensive item. In mint condition they are seldom available 
and prices can be stratospheric in the better grades. This is 
a pleasing mid-range coin that has much of the eye appeal 
and luster of higher graded coins with only a few small, 
insignificant surface blemishes. The obverse is very sharply 
struck and the only softness on the reverse in on the 8 in 
the date as usual. Trends $7000. 

5639 PCGS 1858-S XF 40. A scarce early S-mint gold dollar that 
is still affordable in XF condition but becomes very 
expensive in better grades. This is an especially well struck 
piece with fields that show no distracting marks on either 
side. Deep reddish-orange color. Trends $575. 

5640 NGC 1859-S VF 35. A scarce and underrated coin that is 
encountered much less frequently than its price would 
suggest . This piece has remarkably clean surfaces whose 
onlv defect is a verv thin scratch from behind the headdress 
to the R in AMERICA. Trends $270 in VF 20. $475 in XF 
40. 

5641 PCGS 1861-D AU 50. The 1861-D has earned the 
reputation as the "King of the Gold Dollars" both because of 
its extremely low (although unknowni mintage and because 
some were struck under the auspices of the Confederacy. 
Just as with the 1860-D, the U in UNITED shows extreme 
weakness, this being diagnostic for the issue. Unlike the 
1860-D though, there are a few mint state coins that exist of 
the ’61-D. Some estimates place this number as high as 8 
pieces, but to date only 6 have been certified by the grading 
services. This is a very clean coin with no objectionable 
marks on either side and a fair amount of luster remaining 
in the more protected areas. A very presentable high-grade 
example of this rare Dahlonega gold dollar. Trends $16,000. 

5642 NGC 1879 PR 63 Cameo. Struck from State I of the 
proof dies that show crisscrossing lines in the left bow on 
the reverse. Of the 30 proofs struck it is estimated that 
today perhaps only 15-18 survive from the State I dies. This 
piece has rich orange-gold color and the fields are deeply 
reflective and there is a slight cameo effect between the 
fields and devices on each side. On the obverse there is a 
shallow scrape on the cheek of Liberty and on the reverse 
there are a couple of tiny planchet flakes-these defects 
accounting for the grade of this coin. Only one other coin 
has been so graded by NGC with one piece finer (a PR 64). 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

5643 PCGS 1802/1 XF 45. This is a typical impression of this 
early quarter eagle showing softly struck centers and a few 


shallow V-shaped adjustment marks on the reverse. Each 
side shows rich orange-gold color in the fields with a lighter 
yellow-gold contrast on the higher portions of the design. 
While one of the more "common" issues of the type, 1802 
quarter eagles are, nevertheless, a very scarce coin relative 
to other, later issues and is especially elusive in grades 
above XF. 

5644 PCGS 1808 MS 60. Ex: Eliasberg and noted as such on the 
PCGS insert. The 1808 quarter eagle has secured a place in 
the hearts and minds of U.S. gold collectors that is equaled 
by few other coins. Not only is it a rare coin with an original 
mintage of only 2.710 pieces, but it is a one-vear type coin as 
well and is absolutely essential for the completion of a U.S. 
gold set by design types. For a price an 1808 can usually be 
secured in VF -XF condition, and an AU coin is e ven 
occasionally available, but the 1808 is an exceptionally rare 
coin in mint condition. Only 4 other pieces have been 
certified bv PCGS in mint state with the finest only grading 
MS 62. This coin is atypical for the issue in that the central 
details on Liberty and" the eagle are boldly brought up and 
several of the radials on the stars are fully defined as well, a 
feature we do not recall having seen previously. There are a 
few short adjustment marks on the edges as often seen on 
this date, but these have little effect on the overall 
desirabilitv of the coin. When The United States Gold 
Collection (the Eliasberg holdings) was sold in the depth of 
a depressed coin market "he fall of 1982, this coin opened 
at $10,000 and was bid a. ne way up to $24,000 before 
being sold to a well-known West Coast dealer. Ex: John H. 
Clapp Collection. 1942; and earlier from the David S. Wilson 
Collection (S.H. Chapman, March 1907). A superb specimen 
of this numismatic classic. 

5645 PCGS 1834 Classic AU 58. A very well struck example of 
this popular and relatively inexpensive type coin. Avery 
clean coin with reddish-orange color in the fields. This coin 
should bring quite a premium because of the strength of the 
strike and its overall attractiveness. 

5646 PCGS 1835 AU 58. Well struck except on the hair curls ias 
usual) with bright, semi-prooflike fields. A desirable 
example of this scarce and popular type. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5647 PCGS 1848-C XF 40. A scarce Charlotte quarter eagle 
that is generally softly struck and heavily abraded when 
found at all. This piece, however, is a delightful exception to 
the rule. The strike is quite strong on both sides and the 
surfaces are devoid of the usual abrasions, the only ones 
worthy of mention being a couple of crisscrossing cuts on 
the lower portion of the neck. Rarely seen above XF with 
only 19-20 estimated to exist at that level. Trends $1800. 

5648 PCGS 1849 XF 45. A scarce Philadelphia quarter eagle 
whose mintage of 23.294 belies its true scarcity. A nice XF 
coin such as this one is about as fme a piece as one is likely 
to find. AU coins are quite rare and mint state pieces can be 
counted on one hand. A clean coin and well struck as well 
with only the feathers of the eagle showing any softness 
while the hair curls and star radials on the obverse are very 
sharp. Trends $575 in XF 40. 

5649 NGC 1849-D AU 53. A very rare Dahlonega quarter eagle 
that is rarely seen above the VF -XF level. An AU coin such 
as this one can be the object of a long search for many 
collectors of Southern gold. A couple of mint state pieces are 
rumored to exist but none have been certified yet by either 
of the major grading services. The strike on this coin is 
quite sharp rather than the usual soft impression seen on 
most examples of this issue. There are a few small marks on 
either side, none of which merit individual mention. Trends 
$3400 in AU 50. 

5650 NGC 1851 -C AU 50. A very scarce condition census 
Charlotte quarter eagle that is of the greatest importance in 
AU condition. Only 14,923 pieces were minted and of that 
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number only 7-8 pieces are believed to exist in AU condition. 
Quite well struck with only the slightest bit of softness on 
the hair curls and eagle’s leg. The fields have a light 
orange-red hue and show numerous small marks from 
circulation, none of which are large or distracting. Trends 
$3500. 

5651 NGC 1853-D AU 53. The original mintage of only 3,178 
pieces gives a good indication of the rarity of this issue with 
specimens being elusive in all grades, but particularly 
difficult above XF. There have only been a total of 7 pieces 
certified in AU by both services but this is the only 1853-D 
graded AU by NGC. Although there are a couple of mint 
state coins alleged to exist, to date none have been certified. 
This piece shows the diagnostic striking weakness in the 
centers and softness on the denticles. Otherwise, the 
surfaces are quite clean, showing no obvious or distracting 
abrasions, and there are small portions of luster still 
remaining in the more protected portions of the devices. 
Trends $4200 in AU 50. 

5652 PCGS 1858-C AU 50. A scarce issue in all grades with an 
original mintage of only 9,056 pieces. Coins in AU are very 
elusive with only 6-7 estimated to exist. This is a 
particularly choice coin that is well struck on the obverse 

(even the hair curls) but shows the usual softness on the leg 
of the eagle. Very clean fields with tiny portions of luster 
still clinging to the devices. Trends $3300. 

5653 PCGS 1878 MS 60. Attractive pinkish-gold tint about the 
devices. Light marks in the field above the eagle’s head. 

5654 PCGS 1887 AU 58. Prooflike fields and fully struck. Only 
6,160 pieces were issued. 

5655 PCGS 1901 MS 62. Lustrous orange-gold color. 

5656 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Fully struck with excellent luster 
characteristics, just a couple of tiny abrasions prevent a 
higher grade. 

5657 NGC 1903 MS 62. Sharply struck with deep orange-gold 
color. 

5658 PCGS 1903 MS 63. Well struck with attractive orange and 
yellow-gold colored mint luster. 

5659 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Sharply struck with superb mint luster 
and a few speckles of copperv-red color on the reverse. 

5660 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Sharply struck. 

5661 PCGS 1883 PR 62. Proofs of this date can be quite 
attractive when found, and that is certainly the case with 
this coin. While grading PR 62 and showing a few hairlines 
in the fields, the surfaces overall are still quite attractive 
with deep, watery fields and heavily frosted devices. Of the 
82 proofs struck it has been estimated that perhaps as 
many as 32 may still exist, although only 16 pieces have 
been certified in all grades by both services i with several 
duplicates undoubtedly included ). 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5662 PCGS 1911-D XF 40. A pleasing, evenly worn specimen with 
rich, orange-gold coloration. Indistinct mintmark. 

5663 NGC 1913 MS 63. Satiny, fully defined and without 
noticeable abrasions. 

5664 PCGS 1914 MS 62. Frosty and decidedly mint state, 
although moderately abraded on either side. 

5665 PCGS 1925-D MS 62. Full strike 

5666 NGC 1925-D MS 63. A select example, just a trifle flat on 
the high points. 
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5667 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Thick pinkish-orange tinted mint frost 
over both sides. A clean coin with good eye appeal for the 
grade. 

5668 PCGS 1929 MS 62. Nice orange and pink colored luster. 

5669 NGC 1908 PR 62. First year of issue for the incuse 
Indian design and also the first year the mint used the 
matte proofing process. This matte process was not well 
received by the public I in addition to not being understood) 
and as a result many proofs were spent shortly after 
minting as they were confused with business strikes. The 
1908 gold proofs, however, have a distinctive dark color that 
is different from all other proofs and is certainly different 
from any business strikes of this year. Of the 236 proofs 
struck, attrition has permanently removed many from 
numismatic consideration. Perhaps as many as 50 pieces 
remain in all grades as suggested by one author, but this is 
the only PR 62 graded by NGC out of 29 certified in all 
grades. The surfaces are really quite nice for the grade with 
few contact marks and only a couple of minor shiny spots on 
the highpoints of the design. 


THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5670 PCGS 1878 AU 55. A pleasing common date three, richly 
colored and showing only modest wear. 

5671 PCGS 1878 AU 58. This is sure to be a popular coin in this 
auction. There is only the slightest friction apparent in the 
fields and on the highest portions of the design, leaving 
most of the original mint luster intact and giving much of 
the "look'' of a full mint state coin. There is certainly no date 
premium attached, so we expect to see spirited bidding by 
those who need a three-dollar type coin with good eye 
appeal and at a greatly reduced price over what a higher 
mint state piece would cost. 

5672 PCGS 1878 MS 63. A virtually choice specimen that 
exhibits full cartwheel brilliance and eve-appealing 
orange-gold color. Like so many gold type coins, today's 
prices just seem like incredible bargains when compared to 
only a couple of years ago. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

5673 PCGS 1805 Close Date MS 62. Bright lustrous surfaces 
with boldly struck features on both sides. The hair detail 
and eagle’s breast feathers are finely drawn, showing 
individual strands of hair and medal-like stinking detail on 
the reverse. While a common date within the series, 
naturally any early gold coin in mint condition is a piece of 
great rarity and importance. There are no mentionable 
abrasions on either side and overall this coin presents as 
well as many pieces that grade a point or two higher. One of 
only 3 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS with only 3 
finer. 

5674 PCGS 1807 Bust Right XF 40. As the final year of the 
Heraldic type, the 1807 is an important coin for both the 
specialist and the type collector. It is a date that is 
relatively available when compared to other dates in the 
series, and for that reason has for many years been prized 
by type collectors. This is an especially pleasing coin with a 
firm strike on both sides and minimally abraded surfaces. 
Trends $1800. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5675 NGC 1840 XF 40. A much scarcer coin than its mintage 
would suggest. Reasonably well struck on both sides with 
numerous, but small, abrasions on each side. Always a 
popular coin because of the early date. 
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5676 NGC 1840-0 XF 45. A clean, well struck coin with a good 
portion of luster remaining around the devices on each side. 
Scarce. 

5677 PCGS 1841-C XF 45. The 1841-C is a relatively 
available coin in VF condition but XF and better coins are 
quite scarce. Only 18-19 pieces are believed to exist in XF. 
Unlike most coins of this issue, this piece has a very bold 
strike in all areas, being especially sharp on the hair curls 
and on the eagle’s leg. In fact, there is very little that would 
distinguish this piece from a Philadelphia coin of the same 
era. The surfaces are a bright golden-yellow and the only 
mentionable mark is a long planchet lamination in the right 
reverse field. Trends $1150 in XF 40. $3150 in AU 50. 

5678 NGC 1841 -D AU 53. Comparable in overall rarity to the 
1841-C. the ’41-D is also very elusive in AU condition with 
onlv a few pieces being known. This coin has bright 
yellow-gold color and should be a focus of interest by 
specialists not only because of its high grade but also 
because of the very sharp strike that is boldly brought up in 
all areas. The fields show a few small, scattered abrasions 
but none that are worthy of mention on an individual basis. 
Trends $3200. 

5679 NGC 1856 AU 53. Although only slightly better as a date, 
the 1856 is very elusive any better than AU. This piece is 
well struck with good luster. 

5680 PCGS 1856-D VF 25. Scarce in better grades, however an 
1856-D in this grade could be considered a more common 
and thus affordable example of this popular mint . Well 
worn on the highpoints of the design, there are numerous 
small abrasions in the fields but the only one deserving . 
mention is an arcing scratch in the field above the eagle's 
head. Trends $510 in VF 20. 

5681 PCGS 1856-S XF 40. A scarce S-mint half eagle that is 
rarely seen any finer than the present specimen. This coin 
has good detail for the grade but does show a couple of 
larger field marks. Trends $650. 

5682 PCGS 1859-C AU 50. While somewhat more available in 
lower grades the 1859-C is a rare item in AU and mint state. 
It has been estimated that perhaps only 9-10 specimens may 
exist in AU condition with half that number believed extant 
in mint state. While the reverse shows diagnostic weakness 
on the reverse, there is no evidence of having been struck 
from rusted dies as seen on some specimens. The surfaces 
are quite clean with only the smallest abrasions evident on 
either side. The center of the obverse is well defined as are 
the stars around the edge. An attract ive example of this 
scarce issue. Trends $3350. 

5683 NGC 1859-S AU 53. An extraordinarily rare No Motto 
half eagle that is rare across the board, in all grades from 
Good to AU. It is prohibitively rare above VF and unknown 
in mint condition. When Akers wrote his auction survey in 
the late 1970s he rated the 1859-S in the top 10C in rarity 
in the series according to number of appearances at auction. 
He also noted that no specimen had been offered at auction 
better than XF in more than twenty years. Only one other 
coin has been certified in AU (a PCGS AU 50) and none are 
finer, making this coin the finest currently known. A 
sharply struck coin, the surfaces have an attractive reddish 
tint in the fields and there are no large or distracting 
abrasions. Trends $12,000 in AU 50. 

5684 ANACS 1875-CC VG 8. An elusive early Carson City half 
eagle, nearly always seen in lower grades and, in fact, 
prohibitively rare above EF. A light planchet streak extends 
diagonally across the reverse. Trends $650 in F-12. 

5685 ANACS 1875-S XF 45. Out of the 9.000 coins struck there 
is only one piece that has been certified finer than this coin 
i a PCGS AU 58), making this and two other XF 45 coins 
tied for second finest known honors. This is an original coin 
with light gray color outlining the devices and found within 
the recesses. The surfaces have a pleasing medium 
orange-gold color and there are only a few small abrasions 


on each side. Well struck but showing the diagnostic 
softness on the scroll. To emphasize the extreme rarity of 
this coin in this grade take note of the jump in prices in 
Trends: VF $800. XF $2800. 

5686 PCGS 1885 MS 62. Lustrous. 

5687 NGC 1888-S XF 45. Well struck with deeper red color 
around the devices. An uncommon and undervalued date. 
Trends $275 in XF 40, $800 in AU 50. 

5688 NGC 1890-CC MS 64. Attractive peripheral toning lends 
added eve appeal to this satiny, minimally abraded Carson 
City half eagle. A popular and, in high grades, scarce date 
that trends $4,100 in MS-63. 

5689 PCGS 1891-CC MS 61. Scattered field marks are noticed on 
either side. An affordable mint state half eagle from the 
ever-popular Carson City mint. 

5690 NGC 1894-0 AU 58. A very scarce issue better than AU 
with only a handful of pieces known. This is a pleasing, 
lustrous specimen with most of the "look" of a fully 
uncirculated coin. Trends $400 in AU 50, $1375 in MS 60. 

5691 NGC 1894-S AU 50. A scarce date. The devices are outlined 
with a deep reddish color and the surfaces show numerous 
small abrasions. 

5692 NGC 1894-S AU 50. Well struck with a good portion of 
luster remaining. Difficult issue and rarely seen any finer. 
Trends $1000. 

5693 NGC 1895-S XF 45. Another very scarce late date S-mint 
half eagle. Well struck and extensively abraded with a 
strong dose of deep reddish-russet color around the devices. 

5694 NGC 1895-S AU 50. Sharply struck with bright, prooflike 
fields. Very scarce, especially in this grade. Trends $1250. 

5695 NGC 1896 AU 58. Well struck with only a bit of luster 
missing from the fields. Scarcer P-mint half eagle. 

5696 PCGS 1898 MS 62. Sharply struck. 

5697 PCGS 1898 MS 63. Well struck with only a few light 
abrasions. 

5698 NGC 1899 MS 62. Boldly struck and frosty, with only light 
facial marks holding it back from a higher grade. 

5699 NGC 1900-S AU 50. Well struck with clean surfaces. A 
scarcer late date Coronet five. Trends $315. 

5700 ANACS 1906-D MS 62. Bright and satiny, with a wispy 
slidemark or two down Liberty’s cheek. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

5701 PCGS 1909-D MS 63. A fully struck example of this common 
date Indian half eagle that has bright, lustrous surfaces. 

5702 NGC 1915-S AU 58. A satiny example of this rare, key date 
issue that has just a touch of rub on the highpoints. Trends 
$700 in AU 50, $2750 in MS 60. 

5703 PCGS 1929 MS 64. The rarest date in the set of Indian 
half eagles, the 1929 is also a condition rarity that is seldom 
seen above MS 62. MS 64 pieces such as this one are of the 
highest order of rarity. In fact, while gems are alleged to 
exist, according to David Akers, none have been certified yet 
by PCGS. Only 3 other coins have been graded in MS 64, 
making this a very rare opportunity to acquire this key date 
in condition census grade. The surfaces are smooth and 
satiny and show only the most trivial abrasions. The strike 
is sharp throughout with good detail on the lowest feather 
as well as the upper portion of the eagle’s wing. 
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EARLY EAGLES 

5704 PCGS 1797 Small Eagle XF 40. The 1797 Small Eagle 
is the final issue of this initial design for U.S. gold coinage 
and is by far the rarest of the three dates. Akers estimates 
that the 1797 is twice as rare as the 1796 and almost four 
times rarer than the 1795. Only 3,615 pieces were struck 
and very few survive today in any grade. Breen estimates 
that 25-30 exist in VF-XF condition with perhaps 5-6 in 
mint state. The surfaces are generally quite clean with only 
minor abrading noted on the obverse. The reverse is nice 
also but does have one superficial flaw, that being a shallow, 
diagonal scratch across the center of the reverse. The fields 
still show remnants of reflectiveness, this being especially 
pronounced on the reverse. A pleasing example of this very 
rare early gold coin. 

5705 PCGS 1801 AU 53. While the 1801 may not be a rare 
coin within the series of Heraldic Eagle tens, it is always a 
popular coin with collectors because of the appeal of early 
gold. This piece has an exceptionally bold strike with finely 
drawn hair strands and complete feather detail on the 
breast of the eagle. The surfaces are quite clean with only 
the smallest handling marks evident and the reverse is 
semi-prooflike. An attractive example of this early gold type. 
Trends $4800. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5706 NGC 1847 AU 53. Bright surfaces with a bit of prooflikeness 
about the obverse devices. A collectible grade for a No Motto 
ten. 

5707 NGC 1848 AU 53. Light yellow-gold surfaces that have 
obviously seen a little wear, but retain some luster in the 
protected areas. Slightlv better No Motto issue, trending 
$1,100 in AU-50. 

5708 PCGS 1848-0 VF 30. A scarce No Motto eagle with an 
original mintage of only 35,850 pieces. This date is very 
difficult and quite expensive in higher grades, making this 
piece an especially good buy. Softly struck as usual with one 
obvious scratch in the left obverse field. Trends $565 in VF 
20. 

5709 NGC 1853/2 XF 45. Although discovered over 30 years ago, 
this rare overdate has remained relatively unknown to the 
wider numismatic community until the last ten years or so. 
primarily because of its extreme rarity. We estimate that 
12-14 pieces exist in all grades and none are known in mint 
condition. This piece is about as fine a coin as one is likely 
to encounter without much diligent searching (the second 
finest known only grades AU 53). The surfaces are lightly 
but extensively marked and there is a distinctive reddish 
color that is especially evident around the devices and edges. 

Very scarce. Trends $1150 in XF 40. $2750 in AU 50 

5710 NGC 1872-S XF 45. A very scarce late date S-mint ten 
with an original mintage of only 17.300 pieces. Rare in all 
grades, a nice XF coin like this is about as fine a piece as the 
collector can ever hope to acquire; according to the 
population figures from both services there are no AU coins 
extant. This is a well struck piece with a prooflike obverse. 

The surfaces have a number of small abrasions, none of 
which are serious enough to merit individual mention. 

Trends $2000 in XF 40. unlisted any finer. 

5711 PCGS 1881-S AU 55. Sharply struck. 

5712 NGC 1881-S MS 60. Attractive reddish color. 

5713 NGC 1882 MS 62. Well struck and lustrous. 

5714 NGC 1884-S MS 61. Scarce in mint state. 

5715 NGC 1885 AU 58. Close to mint state. 
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5716 NGC 1886 AU 55. Deep reddish-orange color. 

5717 PCGS 1886-S MS 60. Extensively abraded but fully lustrous. 

5718 NGC 1891-CC AU 58. Clean surfaces, kept from 
unciruclated status by a whisper of obverse friction. AU-50 
trends $450. 

5719 NGC 1896-S VF 35. Scarce. 

5720 NGC 1897-S AU 55. Lustrous. Very rare any finer than AU. 

5721 PCGS 1899 MS 62. Well struck with attractive 
reddish-orange colored luster. 

5722 NGC 1899 MS 63. Sharp strike and good color. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5723 NGC 1908-S MS 61. An arm's length gem that has 

been, perhaps too severely, downgraded by wispy slidemarks 
on the Indian’s cheek.The low-mintage 1908-S is very scarce 
in uncirculated grades, with a modest total of 18 coins 
currently graded by NGC in MS-60 or better condition. 

5724 PCGS 1909-S MS 64. Sharply struck with excellent 
luster that shows bright pink centers with deeper orange 
color toward the edges. A bright, attractive coin and one of 
only 20 pieces to have been so graded with only 3 pieces 

5725 PCGS 1911-D AU 50. A sharply struck example of this very 
rare gold issue. Trends $975. 

5726 NGC 1911-S AU 58. Lightly abraded with only minimal 
wear. A true condition rarity as most exammples of this 
date grade EF or less. Trends $700 in AU-50 and $1,750 in 
MS-60. 

5727 PCGS 1911-S MS 62. Sharply struck with bright frosted 
mint luster. A scarce ten Indian. Trends $1750 in MS 60. 
$3500 in MS 63. 

5728 NGC 1911 -S MS 63. A very rare ten Indian with an 
original mintage of only 51.000 pieces. This is a well struck 
coin with rich orange-gold color and minimal abrasions for 
the grade. One of only 3 pieces to have been so graded by 
NGC with 4 finer. Trends $3500. 

5729 PCGS 1932 MS 63. Fully struck. 

5730 PCGS 1932 MS 65. A beautiful gem type coin that has 
bright satiny luster and shows vellow-gold color over both 
sides with an occasional bit of pink intermixed. A very 
scarce type and one of the few dates that can be considered 
as "common'' in this difficult series. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5731 NGC 1852-0 AU 53. The surfaces on this early New 
Orleans twenty are a bright yellow-gold and are unusually 
free of abrasions. A few wispy hairlines are noticed on the 
obverse. Most surviving examples grade VF or thereabouts, 
so the appearance of an AU+ is unusual. Trends $2,250 in 
AU-50. 

5732 NGC 1856-S AU 55. Highly lustrous and. were it not for 
scattered obverse abrasions, very close to full mint state. 
Most often seen in low grades. Trends $725 in AU-50 and 
$6,300 in MS-60. 

5733 PCGS 1863 AU 50. A scarcer Type Two twenty that is 
rare in AU and virtually unknown in BU. This is a well 
struck coin with generous portions of luster remaining. The 
fields have a deeper orange-gold color while a lighter, almost 
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pink tint, that can be seen in the recesses of the design. 
Trends $2350. 

5734 NGC 1864-S AL t 50. A major condition rarity in the 
Coronet series with AU being the finest grade obtainable, 
nothing better has been graded by either service. In .Akers' 
auction survey the 1864-S was ranked 7th out of the 204 
issues in the series according to average grade. This piece 
retains generous portions of luster on each side, is lightly 
abraded, and has rich reddish-orange color. Trends $2850. 

5735 NGC 1868-S AU 50. Like many other issues of this era. 
the 1868-S is usually only encountered in VF-XF condition. 
AU coins are rare and mint state pieces appear to be 
non-existent (at least none have been graded by the major 
services). This piece is somewhat irregularly struck with 
some softness on the stars and hair curls but it retains good 
portions of original mint luster in the recesses of the devices 
as well as around the edges. Trends $2200. 

5736 PCGS 1871-S AU 55. Like several other of the 
surrounding S-mint twenties in the Type Two series, the 
1871-S is usually only available in VF-XF condition, and 
while a few AU and mint state pieces exist, these coins are 
quite elusive. Only 7 other coins have been certified by 
PCGS as this one'has. and only a small handful are finer. 
This piece is well struck and shows most of the original 
mint luster. Trends $750 in AU 50, $5750 in MS 60. 

5737 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 61. Sharply struck with full mint 
luster and fewer abrasions than one might imagine for the 
grade. 

5738 NGC 1875 AU 55. Good color with full luster for an AU 
coin. 

5739 PCGS 1875 MS 60. Fully lustrous but showing a number of 
marks on each side Still, a difficult type coin to locate in 
mint state. 

5740 PCGS 1875-CC MS 60. While the 75-CC is not a scarce 
issue as such, it is definitely a coin to be reckoned with in 
mint state. Not only is it difficult in mint state as are all 
Type Twos, but it is from the elusive and popular Carson 
City mint, making this a very sexy item for a type set. Well 
struck with bright yellow-gold color. Trends only $1800. 

5741 PCGS 1876-CC MS 60. Bagmarked obverse; considerably 
cleaner reverse. A popular Type Two twenty that emerges 
as a rare coin in mint state. PCGS has graded only 4 in this 
grade, none higher. Trends $6,000 in MS-60. 

5742 NGC 1881-S AU 50. Well struck. Scarcer issue. 

5743 NGC 1883-CC AU 50. An original, well struck example with 
strong eye appeal. Trends $1,050 in AU-50. 

5744 PCGS 1884-CC AU 50. Good remaining luster and showing 
several areas of darker, almost russet colored, encrustations 
and copper stains. A common CC twenty. 

5745 NGC 1888 AU 58. Fully struck and very close to mint state. 

5746 ANACS 1888 MS 60. Well struck with attactive orange-gold 
mint frost. 

5747 PCGS 1890 AU 55. A scarce and undervalued date that is 
comparable in rarity to several other higher priced and 
more highly respected dates. Sharply struck with excellent, 
almost complete, mint luster. Trends only $535. 

5748 NGC 1890 AU 58. An original coin with deep yellow-gold 
color and light gray accents on the highpoints of the design. 
Minimally abraded. A scarce item. 

5749 PCGS 1890-S MS 60. A scarce S-mint. A little baggy but 
showing pretty pink luster in the center of each side with a 
vague suggestion of olive at the edges. Trends $1800. 

5750 NGC 1890-S MS 61. Lustrous and very pleasing for the 


grade. Not too difficult in AU condition, but true BUs are a 
different storv. NGC has graded only 5 mint state 
specimens, MS-61 being the highest grade. Trends $1,800 in 
MS-60. 

5751 PCGS 1893 MS 61. Fully struck with an especially clean 
reverse. 

5752 PCGS 1893-S MS 62. Sharply struck. A slightly better date. 

5753 NGC 1894-S MS 62. Rich orange-gold color and few 
abrasions for the grade. 

5754 NGC 1895-S MS 62. Nice luster. 

5755 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Fully struck and almost of 63 quality. 

5756 PCGS 1897-S MS 62. Bright satiny luster. 

5757 NGC 1898 MS 60. Scarce even in this lowly grade of 
uncirculated. Well struck. Trends $665. 

5758 ANACS 1898 MS 63. As thousands and thousands of coins 
are graded year after year at PCGS and NGC the picture 
becomes a bit clearer with the passage of time regarding the 
rarity and commonness of certain issues. Some coins that 
were previously thought to be common or just slightly better 
dates simply are not turning up> at the services for grading. 
The 1898-P twenty is such a coin. Granted there area few 
marginal, low grade pieces around, but if one is seeking a 
choice coin the selection is limited to three coins: this one, 
an NGC MS 63. and a PCGS MS 64. This is a fully struck 
coin with excellent luster and very few marks-a high-end 
piece that is clearly suggestive of an MS 64 grade. Trends 
$4000. 

5759 NGC 1899-S MS 62. Sharply struck with bright 
golden-orange color. 

5760 NGC 1900-S MS 60. Sharply struck with a much nicer 
reverse than the obverse. 

5761 PCGS 1900-S MS 62. Bright, satiny luster with deep 
orange-gold color. 

5762 NGC 1900-S MS 62. Completely detailed in all areas. 

5763 PCGS 1901-S MS 60. Deep reddish-orange color. 

5764 NGC 1901-S MS 61. Prooflike. A sharp looking example of 
this scarcer late date S-mint twenty. 

5765 PCGS 1903 MS 64. A lovely example of this difficult type 
coin. Fully struck in all areas with bright satiny luster. 

5766 NGC 1903-S MS 64. Superb luster on a coin that has 
just a hint of deeper orange color around the edges. Full 
strike. One of only 11 pieces to have been so graded by NGC 
with none finer. 

5767 PCGS 1904 MS 64. A lovely type coin with a reverse that is 
of full gem quality. Fully struck. 

5768 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Bright yellow-gold color with 
scintillating luster. Clean features and fully struck in all 
areas. 

5769 NGC 1905-S MS 61. A scarce issue in mint state. 

57" NGC 1905-S MS 62. Semi-prooflike with a few noticeable 
facial marks. NGC has graded just 5 pieces similarly and 
another 5 in MS-63. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

5771 PCGS 1907 High Relief AU 58. Wire Rim. The 

original satiny luster has only been slightly diminished by 
handling over the years. The features are all fully brought 
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up and only show the slightest grazes on the highpoints. 
There are a couple of minor marks that should be noted 
even though they do little to subdue the overall eye appeal 
of the coin. There is a planchet flake out of the rim on the 
reverse between D and S, and there is also a tiny planchet 
depression in the reverse field between the eagle’s tail 
feathers and wing tips. This is most unusual on a High 
Relief as such great care was taken in the striking of these 
coins. Still, a lovely coin that should bring a premium price. 

5772 PCGS 1907 High Relief AU 58. Flat Rim. Showing 
only slight friction on the highpoints of the design, this 
lovely coin has bright surfaces and shows almost complete 
mint luster. The obverse is exceptionally clean with no 
mentionable abrasions, while the reverse has a couple of 
minor rim bumps and several small marks on the eagle. A 
pleasing example of the scarcer Flat Rim variety. 

5773 NGC 1907 High Relief PR 64. While the final word has 
yet to be written on the proof strikings of the MCMVII High 
Reliefs, it is generally agreed today that such special coins 
were indeed struck. Part of the controversy over these coins 
has revolved around their lack of a uniform finish. 
Apparently proofs were struck on several different 
occasions. Most have a satiny look while one is known with 
a matte finish. Also, different dies were used as well as 
different edge collars. However, all proofs either lack a wire 
rim or show only a partial wire rim. indicating to us that all 
the proofs were struck late in November after mint officials 
and workmen solved the "problem" of how to eliminate the 
wire rim from the regular production coins. This proof was 
struck from the 2-D dies that show no spine from the L, 
many curved striae around stem end, and many nearly 
horizontal striae in rev. sun. The surfaces are 
extraordinary. The fields have a bright, satiny sheen that is 
quite unlike the finish seen on other non-proof High Reliefs. 
This, we think, is the single most obvious difference between 
this coin and a regular production piece, as the strike quite 
frankly, is comparable. Breen says that 6 or 7 blows were 
required to strike up the proofs while regular production 
coins received 5. As much as we would like to say we see a 
difference in striking quality, in all honesty we cannot. The 
surfaces are extraordinarily clean and show no evidence of 
having come in contact with other coins. There is only one 
surface flaw we must mention and that is a contact mark 
approximately 2 mm long at 9 o’clock toward the rim of the 
reverse. An exquisite coin and one of the few opportunities 
one is likely to ever have to purchase a proof example of this 
beautifully designed and executed coin. 

5774 NGC 1908 No Motto MS 65. An incredibly well preserved 
specimen. The satiny surfaces exhibit an original green-gold 
tint surrounding the central devices and the fields are 
darn-near perfect. This is the type of coin they had in mind 
when the term "premium-quality" found its way into the 
numismatic vocabulary. 

5775 PCGS 1908-D No Motto MS 63. Bright pinkish-gold 
coloration. 

5776 PCGS 1909-D AU 58. Pleasing surfaces showing only a 
trace of high point friction. Trends $650 in AU-50 and 
$1,450 in MS-60. 

5777 NGC 1909-S MS 63. Flashy, lightly abraded surfaces 

5778 PCGS 1910 MS 63. Bright frosted mint luster. 

5779 PCGS 1910 MS 64. Fully struck with rich color and strong 
luster characteristics. One of only 50 pieces to have been so 
graded. Compare that population with the over 11.000 MS 
64 1924 Saints to have been graded and one wonders why 
this date doesn’t have a premium of 10 or 11 times common 
date levels. 

5780 NGC 1911 MS 60. Frosty with rich original color, but 
somewhat abraded. 


5782 NGC 1911-D MS 65. A very appealing gem twenty that 
has bright satiny luster with a finely granular matte-like 
texture to the surfaces. The obverse is exceptionally clean 
and there are only a couple of small ticks on the reverse. 

5783 PCGS 1911-S MS 63. Sharply struck. 

5784 NGC 1912 MS 61. Satiny luster with a few abrasions as 
would be expected for the grade. 

5785 NGC 1912 MS 61. Another satiny and wholly original 
example. A scarce date that jumps dramatically in both 
rarity and price in grades higher than this. 

5786 PCGS 1913-D MS 63. A clean, upper-end coin with 
variegated pink and orange coloration. The only affordable 
1913 twenty. 

5787 NGC 1914 MS 61. Matte-like surfaces. 

5788 NGC 1914-D MS 64. Bright satiny luster with pink and 
orange colors similar to the MS 65 coin below. Both are 
from the same consignor and we assume the same source. 

5789 NGC 1914-D MS 64. Lustrous with bright scintillating 

5790 NGC 1914-D MS 65. Superb mint luster and showing 
attractive orange and pink coloration intermixed on each 
side. Very scarce in gem condition with only 6 other pieces 
having been so graded by NGC. 

5791 PCGS 1915-S MS 63. Rich golden-orange color. 

5792 PCGS 1915-S MS 64. A sharp, upper-end coin with the 
coarse, granular surfaces usually seen on this issue. 

5793 NGC 1915-S MS 64. Fully struck with bright satiny luster. 

5794 NGC 1922 MS 64. Fully struck with clean surfaces and 
scattered spots of coppery color. 

5795 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Superb luster and bright colors. An 
attractive gem twenty with absolute minimal abrasions. 

5796 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Clean and frosty, with lovely 
golden-orange coloration. 

5797 PCGS 1927 MS 66. A breathtaking coin with flawless 
surfaces. The luster is thick and satiny and races around 
the coin as it is tilted beneath a fight. The color is a 
variegated deep orange-gold with pink intermixed and has 
much to do with the overall eye appeal of the coin. 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

5798 NGC 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63. The deep gray and blue 
toning cannot subdue the intense underlying mint luster on 
this coin. Fully struck. 

5799 NGC 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64. Light golden-orange 
highlights on the obversse. The reverse is more deeply toned 
in green and magenta hues. 

5800 NGC 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 66. Long respected as a 
condition rarity among silver commemoratives, the Isabella 
quarter is a very elusive and much sought after issue in high 
grade. This is an originally toned piece that has taken on 
layer upon layer of deep iridescent colors over the years, 
and vet does not appear to conceal any abrasions. One of 
only 29 pieces to have been so graded by NGC. 

5801 NGC 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 63. Deep iridescent toning. 

5802 AN ACS 1936 Albany MS 64. Streaky orange-gold toning. 


5781 NGC 1911 MS 62. Fully struck and relatively clean on the 
obverse. 


5803 NGC 1936 Albany MS 65. Original gray-olive and lilac 
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toning. Clean surfaces. 

5804 PCGS 1936-D Arkansas MS 64. Attractively toned with 
bright mint luster, just a few marks here and there. 

5805 PCGS 1936-D Arkansas MS 65. A scarce gem of this difficult 
series. Toned with strong underlying luster. 

5806 NGC 1938 Arkansas PDS Set. all well matched, 
original coins that grade MS 65, MS 64 and MS 65 
respectively. All display light silvery-grav color, with the 
S-mint splashed in golden-orange toning on the obverse. 
(Total: 3 coins] 

5807 NGC 1939 Arkansas PDS Set. all three grading MS 64. 
The P and D mints exhibits light peripheral toning while 
the S is more lustrous and lacks the toning at the rims. A 
scarce trio, one only 2.104 possible sets. (Total: 3 coins) 

5808 NGC 1939-S Arkansas MS 65. Light multi-colored toning. A 
scarce, low' mintage issue with only 33 gems having been 
certified by NGC out of the 2.105 pieces struck. 

5809 NGC 1935 34 Boone MS 65. A clean coin that is covered 
with a milky colored haze over both sides and shows 
numerous golden-russet streaks as well. 

5810 NGC 1935 34 Boone PDS Set, that in PDS order grades 
MS 66. MS 65 and MS 65. The more common P mint 
exhibits dazzling luster w'hile the low-mintage (just over 
2,000) D and S mints are more satiny in appearance and 
very clean. (Total: 3 coins) 

5811 NGC 1925-S California MS 65. Highly lustrous beneath 
golden and milky-gray toning, with flashes of blue 
iridescence along the borders. 

5812 PCGS 1936 Cincinnati MS 65. The reverse is toned in a 
mottled blend of pinkish-gold and apple-green. 

5813 PCGS 1936 Cincinnati MS 65. An original silver-grav 
example, choice in every respect.

Nickel 
half dime patterns are very rare with only two or three 
known of each striking. This piece has obviously been 
cleaned at one time and shows a small planchet flaw in the 
upper obverse field, but is toned over with a deep 
golden-russet patina. Weakly struck on the upper reverse as 
are most nickel patterns due to the hardness of the metal. 

Standard 
Silver half dollar with Liberty wearing a diadem, the reverse 
having a wreath of cotton and corn with 50 CENTS 1870 
inside and STANDARD above.

An extremely rare die trials piece for the silver 
dollar, struck in copper with a reeded edge. An absolutely 
stunning pattern with deeply reflective fields and nearly 
pristine surfaces that have taken on a layer of cobalt blue 
toning over the deep cherry-red luster. This die trials piece 
is the finest of the three pieces known and has not been sold 
at public auction since the Crouch Sale (Superior) in 1977.

Harry X Boosel owned this piece and it was sold in 
April 1972 bv RARCOA as lot 683. The pedigree begins with 
the playboy king of Egypt, King Farouk. whose numismatic 
holdings were sold in 1954 in Cairo.
